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President receives tumultous ivelcome 
Ford addresses Congress: 
There is work to be done

In lib drat major address lo the na- 


tion. President Gerald It. Ford Monday 
night pinpointed inflation as Ihc major 
concern of the United States and pledged 
cooperation with the Congress In com- 
batting it. 


In a pointed message to foreign gov- 


ernments, he emphasized also that he 
will continue the foreign policy Initialed 
by his predecessor, Richard M. Nixon, 
and specifically pledged continuity of 
past policies with all the major nations 
of the world. 


The president's message lo a joint ses- 


sion of Congress was replete with con- 
ciliatory messages, an address obviously 
Intended to capitalize on a mood of relief 
and good will in the capital. 


"My fellow Americans," ho began, 


"wo have a lot of work to do ... Let's 
get on with It." 


He then pledged lo the Congress a splr-

it of "communication, conciliation, com- 
promise and cooperation," a slogan 
which attracted one of many bursts of 
applause from the lawmakers. 


KOIU) SAID the first request of his ad- 


ministration was directed to the voters: 
"Support your candidates, congressmen 
and senators, Democrats or Republicans, 
conservative or liberal, who consistently 
vote for tough decisions to cut the costs 
of government, restrain federal spending 
and bring Inflation under control." 


The President also acceded to a pro- 


posal by Democratic Senate Majority 
Leader Sen. Mike Mansfield of Montana 
for creation of an economic conference 


composed of executive and legislative 
leaders, and said that he himself would 
head the body. 


He proposed that the economic confer- 


ence be convened "at an early date and 
in full view of the American public," em- 
phasizing his early pledge that his would 
be an "open administration." 


EOHD ALSO urged that the Congress, 


before its Labor Day recess, reactivate 
the Cost of Living Council for the pur- 
pose of monitoring wages and prices to 
pinpoint abuses — but without consid- 
ering the rcimposition of controls.

Some go up, some go down 
Suburbs' tax bills on seesaw 


by AL MESSERSCIIMIDT 


Northwest suburban property owners 


will see o checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rates released Monday by Cook 


County Clerk Stanley Kusper show 
changes that include some lower tax bills 
for much of Schaumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships. 


A dramatic Increase in the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE TAX RATES, however, are sub- 


ject to the use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout the state. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face an increase in your tax 


rate, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; if you face 
a decrease in your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate. 


All rates arc calculated at a dollar fig- 


ure per $100 assessed valuation of the 
property.

Elk Grove-Dist. 57 residents hit hardest 


DCS Plaines residents in Elk Grove Township who also live 


in Mount Prospect Dist. 57 remained the highest-taxed city 
residents this year, according to rates listed Monday by Coun- 
ty Clerk Stanley Kusper. 


The Elk Grove Townshlp-Dist. 57 residents face a $7.598 per 


$100 assessed valuation levy this year, a .13 per cent increase 
over last year's $7.588. 


Other rates paid this year by city residents Include $7.326 in 


Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59; $7.249 by residents in Des 
Plaines Dist. 62 and in the Des Plaines Park District; $6.965 
in Maine Township and In Dlst. 62 only; and $7.521 in River 
Trails Dist. 26 and In Wheeling Township. 


Decreases in schools, park district and municipal tax rates 


combined to cut most Des Plaines tax levies between 3 and 
3.3 per cent this year. 


CITY SECTIONS in Elk Grove and Wheeling townships did 


not follow the reduction pattern because of variations in 
school and township taxes. 


Dist. 57's tax rate increased this year from $2.522 to $2.605 


per $100 assessed valuation and Dist. 59's rate dropped from 
$2.49 to $2.332. 


Maine Township's tax levy, a combination of township, gen- 


eral assistance and road and bridge funds was only 48 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation this year, a drop from 80 cents. 
Wheeling township's tax rate was 82 cents and Elk Grove's 
was $1.25. 


Kusper's totals show a Des Plaines city levy drop from 85 


to 80.1 cents per $100 assessed valuation, a park district drop 
from 29.4 to 28.4 cents and a Dlst. 62 drop from $2.52 to $2.473. 
Oakton Community College Dist. 535 dropped in rate from 
$2.48 to $2.36. 


TAX RATES FOR Maine Township were released last 


Wednesday by Kusper. 


Figures for Elk Grove and Wheeling townships were added 


Monday as the county clerk completed calculations of tax 
rates throughout the county. Tax bills will be due Sept. 16, 
Kusper said. 


The rate reductions followed announcement of a 24 per cent' 


increase In Maine Township assessed property valuation fol- 
lowing the quadrennial reassessment in 1973. Total township 
valuation Increased from $376 million to $470 million.

Franzen are asking the ZBA to permit 
the construction of a six-story building 
with an 18 Inch sldcyani on the cost side 
of the property. The normal sldeyord re- 
quired for a six-story building of about 60 
fed would be 9 frct. 


Harmony Umlden proposes to con- 


struct the condominium building on the 
tract of land at the cost end of Mill 
Street on the Franzen property. 


A PORTION OK the land has been con- 


sidered on optional site for a connector 
road between Mill and River streets. The 


city has been planning the connector as 
part of the proposed River Road over- 
pass nt Miner Street to ease traffic con- 
gestion in the area. 


The city's other alternative connector 


dissolved when the Cook County Forest 
Preserve District refused to give up a 
portion of Its land for the purpose. 


If Ihc proposed overpass Is built, Mill 


Street traffic would not be able to exit 
onto River Road. The city planned the 
connector so traffic from Mill can travel 
to River Street and then to River Road. 


Residents have objected to the, over- 


pass claiming It would lower property 
values and cause traffic congestion. They 
have also voiced disapproval of high-rise 
construction on the Franzcn property 
during ZBA hearings when other devel- 
opments have been proposed.

ASSESSED VALUATION of property 


in the college district increased from 
$1.58 billion to $1.63 billion. Oakton hat 
the largest assessed valuation per capita 
of any community college in the state. 


College officials plan to reduce the col- 


lege tax rate by one cent from 20.6 cents 
to 19.5 cents next year. The maximum 
tax rate by law is 22.5 cents.

Suburbs' tax bills on seesaw

Northwest suburban property owners 


will sec a checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rates released Monday by Cook 


County Clerk Stanley Kuspcr show 
changes that include some lower tax bills 
for much of Schaumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships. 


A dramatic increase in the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
Increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE TAX RATES, however, are sub- 


ject to the use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout the state. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face an Increase In your tax 


rate, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; if you face 
a decrease In your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate. 


AH rates arc calculated at a dollar fig- 


ure per $100 assessed valuation of the 
property.

Tax rates In the village increased between 5.48 and 6.1 per 


cent In 1973, totals released Monday by County Clerk Stanley 
Kusper show. 


The Increase will be offset by a seven per cent reduction in 


the Cook County tax multiplier. 


"Most bills are going down" if the property was not reas- 


sessed last year, Kusper said. Possible reductions varied be- 
tween 1.73 and 2.09 per cent. 


Tax bills were mailed Monday to Wheeling property owners 


and the deadline for payment will be Sept. 16. 


RESIDENTS IN BOTH the Wheeling library and Wheeling 


fire protection district again will face the largest tax levy in 
the village — $8.536 per $100 assessed valuation, an Increase 
of 5.48 per cent from last year's $8.092.

Taxpayers in tho park, library and fire districts will pay 


$8.514 per $100 assessed valuation this year, a 6.1 per cent 


increase over last year's $8.024 and residents in the park and 
library districts will pay $8.274, a 5.1 per cent hike. 


Tax rates of all governments, except the library district, 


Increased in Wheeling this year. Largest Increases were in 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, which increased 15.2 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation to $3.064 and in the Wheeling 
Park Dist. which Increased 15 cents to 45.6 cents. 


The village tax levy jumped 11.2 cents from 57 to 68.2 cents 


and the fire protection district rate increased 4.2 cents to 26.2 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. The library rate fell from 
25 to 22.7 cents. 


WHEELING TOWNSHIP'S three tax levies Increased about 


13 cents. General assistance remained at one cent, but the 
road and bridge fund increased from 7.4 to 8.4 cents and the 
town fund increased from 2.8 to 3.1 cents.

had proposed that tlirco members of the 
board select a temporary staff person to 
investigate facts involved In aid requests 
that havo been pouring in from mass 
transit districts and suburban rail car- 
riers. 


The RTA board has deferred action on 


a 
number 
of transportation issues 


recently, devoting all Its time to the 
search for a ninth member and full-time 
chairman. 


The temporary staff member, who 


would not have been guaranteed a job 
later on the full-time chairman's staff, 
would not have been enough to get the 
RTA Into some substantial issues that 
will evidently be decided without RTA 
opinions. 


ONE SUCH ISSUE is the newly pro- 


posed CTA rapid transit extension to 
O'Hare Airport, with three suburban 
substations along the way. A grant appli- 
cation for the project Is being studied by 
the Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission, and RTA was asked by NIPC to 
comment on the proposal. 


The extension plan, and all others, 


have been deferred because tho RTA 
board has no facilities to study and as- 
sess any transit projects. NIPC will meet 


Wednesday to set transportation prior- 
ities for the Chicago region, and could 
continue the O'Harc extension approval 
without any comments or suggestions 
from tho RTA. 


After listing several requests for meet- 


Ings or RTA funds, Tecson sold the mail 
is piling up and nothing is being done 
about it.

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House votes to void auto 
interlock system, buzzers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 


voted 337 to 40 Monday to void govern- 
ment regulations requiring new automo- 
biles to have seat bell Interlock system], 
buzzers or air bag restraints. 


Seat belts still would be mandatory 


new car equipment, but a dashboard 
light would bo the only warning device 
that the government could require to in- 
form a motorist that his belts were not 
fastened. 


The anil-Interlock amendment Is part 


of a larger motor vehicle and school bus 
safety bill which also would require new 
school bus safety regulations and require 
auto manufacturers to pay for repairs or 
replacement of safety-related auto de- 
fects. 


The bill now goes to a conference com- 


mittee to iron out differences with a Sen- 
ate bill which leaves untouched present 
government regulations dealing with air 
bags and Interlock systems. 


Transportation Department regulations 


now require that all 1975 model cars 
have the Interlock system, which pre- 
vents a car from starting until all front- 
seat passengers have fastened their seat 
belts. Effective with 1977 cars, air bag 
restraints would be mandatory. 


But under an amendment by Rep. 


Louis Wyman, R-N. H., all these systems 
would be optional. 


Numerous speakers condemned the in- 


terlock system as a nuisance and on un- 
necessary expense. Several pointed out 
that a bag of groceries or a dog on the 
front scat would prevent a car from 
starting. 


Rep. James M. Collins, R-Tcx., called 


the Interlock "something left over from 
the Chinese water torture." Wyman 
called his proposal "a citizens' rights 
amendment." 


One safety amendment was adopted: a 


proposal by Rep. John Moss, D-Calif., to 
require stronger fuel tanks after Sept. 1, 
1977, to prevent fires in rear-end crashes.

President Gerald Ford said yesterday he was "very dis- 


appointed" at General Motors' decision to boost prices of its 
1975 models by 10 per cent, and strongly urged that the GM 
Increase not be viewed as a signal by others to raise prices. 
Ford *old: "In this critical period, the President of the 
United States cannot call on others to sacrifice if one or more 
parts of the economy decide to go it alone." GM said they 
would not change their price-hike plans.

The terrorists were involved in two 
actions In Catamarca and Cordoba Provinces Sunday In 
which five persons were killed and eight wounded.

Stock prices take gentle slide 


Prices went into a gentle slide in one of the dullest sessions 


of the year on the New York Stock Exchange, marked by a 
sharp drop In General Motors. The Dow Jones Industrial av- 
erage gave up 10 I points to 77.29 while Standard & Poor's 
SOO-jtock average lost 1.11 to 79.75. There were almost twice 
as many declines as advances — 843 to 443 — among tho 1,690 
issues on the tape. Four Issues made new highs, 72 new lows. 
Volume totaled 7,780,000 shares, compared to 10,160,000 
shares Friday. 


Tho $180 million, three-year bill to

tergate scandal. 


He spoke of the "co-equal role of the 


Congress," and promised to "go more 
than half-way" In meeting Congress as 
President. 


IN AN OBLIQUE reference to the 


scandals which brought about the down- 
fall of President Nixon and his ascension 
to the presidency, Ford told a cheering 
Congress: 


"There will be no illegal taplngs, ea- 


vesdropping, buggings or break-ins in 
my administration. There will be hot 
pursuit of tough laws to prevent illegal 
invasions of privacy in both government 
and private activities." 


The applause greeting this statement 


lasted nearly a half-minute, the most 
sustained of some 30 Interruptions during 
his 32-mlnute address. 


The address was also dotted with self- 


deprecating humor. The biggest laugh 
came when he told House Speaker Carl 
Albert, an Oklahoma Democrat, "I have 
sometimes voted to spend more tax- 
payers' money for worthy federal proj- 
ects In Grand Rapids (Mich., his home- 
town) while vigorously opposing wasteful 
federal boondoggles in Oklahoma."

Farmers have 
rain . . . but 
too much?

Farmers and ranchers in the drought 


stricken midlands, already thrown for a 
$10 billion crop loss, have gotten their 
wish — plenty of rain. But they feared 
Monday they got too much of it. 


Some predicted that any more rain 


would do more harm than good. 


The new threat of too much rain came 


as the Agriculture Department disclosed 
that drought in some major farm areas 
has cut the 1974 corn crop by an esti- 
mated 4.96G billion bushels and posed 
new throats of future Increases in food 
prices. 


The department's crop report, based 


on Aug. 1 conditions, showed the corn 
estimate 12 per cent below last year's 
record 5.643 billion bushels and substan- 
tially below earlier forecasts of demand 
for the 1974-75 crop season. 


The report also showed the wheat pros- 


pects down from July, and soybean and 
grain sorghums production down from 
last year. 


"The weather map looks like spring," 


said Allen Pearson of the National Sev- 
ere Storms Forecast Center at Kansas 
City, Mo. "If there's one thing this area 
doesn't need, it's another bunch of gully 
washers. We had enough of that this 
spring." 


The rains were expected to help some 


crops, mostly wheat and soybeans. But 
they were far too late to save corn. The. 
rains also have turned many fields to 
mud and made it impossible to work or 
even walk in them. 


Geneva talks endangered 
Fighting erupts on Cyprus 


From United Press International 


Firing broke out Monday on Cyprus be- 


tween Greek Cypriot National Guards- 
men and Turkish villagers, ending three 
days of calm on the island and endanger- 
ing the already shaky peace talks in 
Geneva. 


At the Geneva peace conference, Great 


Britain suggested to Greece and Turkey 
a plan to glvo the leaders of the Greek 
and Turkish communities on the Island 
one month to draft a new constitution. 
The British project ran into Immediate 
trouble. 


Greek officials said the British plan 


would divide Cyprus Into a jumble of 
Swiss-style cantons and indicated they 
wanted no part of it. The Turks said the 
plan did not go far enough. 


On the island itself, Greek-officered • 


troops began releasing Turkish prisoners 
and moving out of Turkish Cypriot en- 
claves. But fresh outbreaks of shooting 
were reported around the southeastern 
villages. 


In Athens, meanwhile, Greek Premier 


Constantino Karamanlis conferred Mon- 
day with his military commanders for 


the second straight day and Greek troops 
and tanks streamed into the port' of 
Piraeus to reinforce troops outside the 
capital. 


Military sources said Greek para- 


troopers were being sent to central 
Greece and marines and armored troops 
were going north to the Turkish frontier 
by ship. Speculation persisted that the 
fresh troops were ticketed for Cyprus to 
prepare against any new outbreak of 


fighting there. 


A partial mobilization remained in ef- 


foct throughout Greece despite the cease- 
fire on Cyprus and the resumption of the 
Geneva peace talks. 


Following the three-hour cabinet meet- 


ing Monday, a government statement 
said, "The premier expressed his satis- 
faction over the ascertained full state of 
preparedness and the high morale of the 
country's armed forces."

employes may begin voting this week on 
a tentative $75 million settlement 
reached late Sunday night with the utili- 
ty, and a national contract offer which 
would net the workers some $250 million 
during the next three years. 


Bar chief urges draft evader amnesty 


H O N O L U L U (UPI) - President 


Chesterfield Smith of the American Bar 
Assn. said Monday the nation should give 
amnesty to American men who evaded 
tho draft in the Vietnam War or came 
out of the service with tainted dis- 
charges. 


"A citizen of a free country should not 


be forced to fight In a war that neither 
he nor his elected representatives chose 
to initiate or declare," Smith said at the 
opening session of the ABA annual con- 
vention. 


"I, as a full-fledged Monday morning 


quarterback, do have substantial sympa- 


thy for those turned out to be right about 
the war long before I was," Smith told 
the 6,000 attorneys attending the meet- 
ing. The ABA has 185,000 members. 


Smith said he did not want to "retro- 


actively honor" the draft evaders and 
deserters, but he said they have "suf- 
f c r e d enough and been punished 
enough." 


Referring to the Nixon resignation, 


Smith said: 


"The events of the post few days have 


set in motion processes which — I am 
convinced — will cleanse the wounds of 
Watergate. Monumental reform mea- 


sures aimed at cleaning up election 
procedures have now passed both houses 
of Congress, though in different form. 
Widespread bl-partisan support of those 
efforts will shortly insure the needed 
machinery to mitigate — and perhaps 
eliminate — the election abuses which 
have been an unhappy part of our politi- 
cal life." 


He said it was time or the nation to 


come together and go forward. 


Smith also said amnesty should apply 


to individuals such as Army Lt. William 
Calley, who was found guilty of war atro- 
cities in Vietnam. 


The weekend settlement followed an 


Aug. 4 agreement between the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. and Com- 
munications Workers of America, repre- 
senting 515,000 workers. Nationwide, the 
pact will cost the Bell System $3 billion. 
The tentative local agreement was ham- 
mered out by representatives of the Illi- 
nois Bell and five union locals. 


A ratification vote may begin this 


week, and should be completed by Sept. 
1 on the contract proposals. 


The International Brotherhood of Elec- 


trical Workers and independent unions 
reached contract agreement with AT&T 
at several locations, reports the utility. 


Meanwhile, some 56,000 Western Elec- 


tric employes who are IBEW members 
remain on strike this week in 11 cities 
around the U.S. They include 14,000 em- 
ployes at Western plants in Cicero, Aur- 
ora and Lisle. 


Talks between IBEW and Western ne- 


gotiators broke off Thursday. No new 
bargaining sessions were scheduled Mon- 
day. 


The local and national CWA contract 


proposals cover 900 Western employes at 
West Chicago and some 1,200 Illinois in- 
stallers.

Most of the opponents have made 
the campaign an attack on Maddox, the 
outspoken segregationist who paved tho 
way to his first term as governor by clos- 
ing his fried chicken restaurant and 
brandishing on axe handle rather than 
serve blacks. A runoff is seen as almost 
certain to determine who will face one of 
five Republican hopefuls. Livening things 
on the eve of the voting: a Ku Klux Wan 
endorsement for Maddox, which he 
promptly disavowed.

BUSH'S NAME HAD a way of 


cropping up In every conversation 
yesterday as the No. 2 choice.

In the conciliatory mood which 


seems to have taken hold following 
the trauma of the removal of Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon lost week, Re- 
publicans argued quietly for their 
personal choices as Vlco President. 


GEORGE BUSH 


But 
almost unanimously they 


named Bush as an acceptable choice 
if their favorite were passed over. 


.SOME REPUBLICAN leaders, like 


Young, declined to specify their 
choice, electing Instead to list those 
well-known names which they could 
accept without stirring any further 
political controversy. 


Sen. Percy, among others, took the 


attitude that their recommendations 
should be known only to the Presi- 
dent — a course which Ford facil- 


itated by meeting individually with 
congressional leaders so that they 
would not bring pressure to bear on 
each other. 


Others, like Crane, made their 


preferences known, but were quick to 
emphasize that they were open to a 
number of other choices. 


Crone singled out Goldwatcr as his 


first choice, and listed a number of 
reasons why he thought the Arizona 
senator would be a beneficial in- 
fluence on the current political 
scene. 


CRANE ARGUED THAT even lib- 


eral opponents of the conservative 
former presidential candidate have 
come to regard him as an "elder 
statesman." 


He added that Goldwater Is no 


longer a conceivable future presiden- 
tial candidate — a factor which 
loomed large in the speculation over 
any vice presidential choice.' 


And, said Crane, the appointment 


of Goldwater would lend a "certain 
legitimacy" to the non-elective Ford 
administration, in view of the fact 
that the party in power did choose 
Goldwater as their candidate for the 
presidency in IBM. 


Beyond that, Crane pointed out 


that appointment of the Arizona sen- 
ator would present no "geographic 
problem." He spoke of a "Lake 
Michigan combine," a linking of a 
President and Vice President from 
the central Midwestern states that 


many feel necessitates Ford's selec- 
tion of a Vice President from some 
other area of the country. 


Resistance to the Lake Michigan 


combine would eliminate both Percy 
and Laird from consideration. 


THERE WERE myriad reasons for 


discounting otherwise viable candi- 
dates for the appointment. 


Among them: 
• Anyone who had been close to 


the Nixon administration would car- 
ry certain liabilities (Laird). 


• Anyone who had been Involved in 


any remote way with the downfall of 
Richard Nixon would bo haunted by 
a certain resentment from the Nixon 
dlehards (Richardson). 


• Any possible 1976, or 1980 presi- 


dential candidate would arouse re- 
sentment from backers of other pres- 
idential aspirants (Percy, 
Baker, 


Reagan). 


And, by the way, there is George 


Bush. 
' Born and raised in Massachusetts, 
a political success in Texas, he spans 
the regional divisions, having claim 
to being an easterner, a southerner 
and a westerner. A political success, 
he served two terms in Congress; 
twice carried the Republican banner 
as a candidate for the U. S. Senate In 
Texas; served as U. S. ambassador 
to the United Nations. And, perhaps 
most importantly has been accepted 
by all factions of the Republican par- 
ty as their national chairman.

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U.S. may act on health-care cost rise

If the private health Industry cannot 


bold down rising health care costs, the 
federal government will have to step in 
with federal controls, • top government 
official said Monday. 


Dr. Charles C. Edwards, assistant sec- 


retary of the U. S. Dept. of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, said rising costs con- 
tinued to be the most significant prob- 
lems for the American health-care in- 
dustry. 


He spoke at tho American Health Con- 


gress In Chicago, a four-day meeting at- 
tended by about 22,000 health-care in- 
dustry representatives. 


Edwards pointed to predictions that 


the cost of health care could rise 20 per 
cent this year If figures for May and 
June set the trend for following months. 


CONSUMER PRICE index figures 


show health-care costs rose by 4 per cent 
In those two months after federal price 
controls were lifted April 30. 


National health insurance 
predicted by end of year 


"We arc very concerned. We cannot 


accept this rate of 20 per cent If It proves 
to be o true rate," he said. 


"If the private sector doesn't come to 


grips with rising costs, the government 
will have to Institute programs that do." 


One option, Edwards said, would be to 


reinstate price controls similar to those 
lifted on April 30. HEW opposed lifting of 
those controls. 


Edwards said the federal government 


will wait a few more months to give pri- 
vate industry a chance to stabilize 
health-core costs. "We need another 
month or two before we can take a good 
hard look at the rate of Increase," he 
said. "We would much prefer the private 
sector to handle It." 


ALEX McMAHON, president of the 


American Hospital Assn., predicted that 
consumer figures for July will show an- 
other large increase in health-care costs, 
but then will level off. 


"We have to catch up with the rest of 


the economy," he said. "We can't stay 
behind It." 


Edward Splllane, assistant director of 


the Catholic Hospital Assn., predicted 
health-care costs will rise during the 
next two to five months before leveling 
off. He said the Increases would reflect 
quick pay raises to hospital employes to 
ward off a current move to unionization. 


The congress is sponsored by the 


American Hospital Assn., the Catholic 
Hospital Assn., the American Nursing 
Homes Assn., and the Health Industries 
Assn. 


The United States will have national 


health Insurance by the end of the year, 
a former secretary of the U. S. Dcpt. of 
Health, Education and Welfare predicted 
Monday. 


Wilbur J. Cohen. HEW secretary in 


1968. said a tentative health Insurance 
proposal will be ready In Congress In the 
next four weeks. The bill will be In final 
form before tho November election, he 
said. 


Cohen's predictions, mode at the 


American Health Congress, In Chicago 
conflicts with tho view of Dr. Charles C. 
Edwards, currently assistant HEW sec- 
retary. Edwards, also speaking at the 
health congress, said a health Insurance 
plan would not be adopted before tho 
current session of the U. S. Congress is 
over.

Cohen said, however, that a lot of work 


has already been done on coming up with 
a proposal agreeable to all parties con- 
cerned and that all opposition to a health 
insurance plan has been neutralized. 


He predicted the new plan would be 


financed by the employer through a pay- 
roll tax. by the government from general 
tax revenues, and by employe contribu- 
tions. He said he did not know in what 
proportions the three groups would con- 
tribute or exactly how the new plan 
would operate. 


COHEN SAID HE would like to sec the 


plan Implemented through the current 
Social Security system. He said since 
nearly every employer and employe al- 
ready contributes to the system, health 
Insurance contributions could be added 
to the deductions without costing "one 
single cent in administrative costs." 


In stressing the need for a national 


health insurance plan, Cohen pointed out 
that 20 to 30 million Americans now have 
no health insurance coverage. He said 
health Insurance coverage for ISO million 
persons is Inadequate.

New science, reading 
textbooks to be used 


New science and intermediate reading 


textbooks will be In use In Dist. 21 ele- 
mentary schools this year. 


The new science books to be used In 


grades kindergarten through six in all 
schools except Hawthorne School in 
Wheeling are the STEM series, published 
by Addlson-Wesley Co. The SCIS science 
series, published by Rand-McNally Pub- 
Ushers, will be used at Hawthorne. 


A new reading series by Holt, Rlnehart 


& Winston publishers will be used in 
grades four, five and six in addition to 
four other reading textbooks previously 
adopted. The new reading series in an 
extension of a program already used in 
kindergarten through third grades at all 
schools. 


MARJOniE BEU, assistant superin- 


tendent for curriculum, said choosing 
new textbooks in any academic area is a 
2&-year process. 


A curriculum committee made up of 


teachers in each building first previews 


new materials on the market and selects 
textbooks that meet the Dist. 21 learning 
objectives for that subject and grade lev- 
el. This year, for the first time, parents 
will be able to serve on curriculum com- 
mittees and some students may also be 
selected to aid In the process. 


Teachers in the district may use books 


being considered for adoption for a "pilot 
year" for a nominal fee charged the dis- 
trict by publishers. 


At the end of the "pilot year," teachers 


recommend the purchase of specific 
books and the selection is approved by 
the school board. 


The Illinois School Code requires 


school districts to use a particular series 
of textbooks for at least five years, main- 
ly because of the high cost of books. The 
two series being adopted by Dist. 21 this 
year will cost about $35,000. 


Dist. 21 Is in the process of undating all 


textbooks used in local schools. Miss Beu 
said new adoptions should be completed 
by the 1976-77 school year.

Rather than worrying about the 


Senate, or what the governor of 
Missouri 
tells his constituents 


about his finances, we would like to 
sec you do something about chang- 
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I should like to comment on your edito- 


rial of last week regarding the retention 
of tho 55 mile per hour national automo- 
tive speed limit. 


There is no doubt that the saving of 


lives is admirable and I find no fault 
with this phase of your editorial. How- 
ever, the rationale Is foggy and dan- 
gerous. 


First, there has never been any doubt 


that restricting speeds would result in 
some savings of lives. A study several 
years ago by a California university 
(Stanford, I believe) indicated that for 
each flve-mlle-per-hour decrease in 
speed there would be a corresponding de- 
crease In accidents and deaths. Where do 
we go from here? Shall we progressively 
lower speed limits until no one moves? 
Even in the days of horse and buggy 
there were accidents and deaths due to 
reckless driving. Of course the fallacy of 
reasoning here is that "speed kills," a 
slogan so long promoted by so-called 
safety experts. If speed killed, the astro- 
nauts would have long ago disappeared, 
as they were the fastest moving humans. 
(The only space - related deaths were 
while they were in a non-moving ve- 
hicle). So, the real slogan should be, 
"mis-use of speed kills." 


What is the best means to reduce our 


present high death rate? The primary 
means Is to eliminate from the road 
those individuals unfit to drive either 
from physical or psychological condi- 
tions, and I do not mean those handi- 
capped so as to not affect their safe driv- 


ing. I refer to those with tunnel vision, 
poor spatial orientation, and others with 
problems of moving vehicle perception, 
along with the nuts and freaks that even- 
tually end up in jail or the morgue. An- 
other area that needs vast Improvement 
Is highway engineering and vehicle engi- 
neering, of which millions of poor exam- 
ples exist, and finally, adequate and 
proper law enforcement. 


On a very recent trip I saw hundreds 


of people exceeding the 55 mph speed 
limit. Why? Because they know it is a 
poor law. Tho excuse for the law was 
that it would save fuel. Yet how can you 
convince someone that it is just, when 
his Volkswagen uses less fuel at 65 mph

than a Cadillac lirao of the sort enjoyed 
by politicians uses at 35 mph? As for tho 
safety aspects, I know a salesman who 
has driven Midwest expressways for 
years between major cities and has nev- 
er had an accident. He always drove at 
70 mph when allowable. And most inter- 
city truck drivers, using high speeds, 
have an enviable safety record. So, it is 
a poor law. And whenever there is a poor 
law, many will violate it. And, in doing 


so, will lose respect for other laws and 
also violate them. This is the danger of 
the present law. 


Finally, if you like to play with statis- 


tics, you will find that highway deaths in 
1935 were much less than in 1974. And in 
'1935 there were few maximum speed lim- 
its, most states specifying the limit as 
"reasonable and proper."

(Until the Nov. S flection. The Hcrnld periodically will pro- 


irnt luminaries of stalemcnU luuecl by UJ3. Rep. Philip M. 
Crane, IMZth, and his Democratic opponent, Mrs. Betty 
Hpence of Buffalo Grove. Tills feature will be offered In addi- 
tion to other coverage of both candidates' campaign activi- 
ties.) 


Democratic congressional candidate Betty Spcnco has de- 


clared there Is no doubt that former President Richard M. 
Nixon should bo impeached. Sho charged Republican U.S. 
Rep. Philip M. Crane. R-l2th, was "wasting tlmo" in query- 
ing his constituency regarding tho issue. 


In a recent questionnaire to residents of tho congressional 


district, Crone asked for opinions regarding impeachment. 


"It seems a waste of time to nswer questions regarding 


Impeachment for a congressman who freely announces that 
he'll make a decision on his own anyway," said Mrs. Spcncc. 


Crane has maintained that bis obligation to tho voters of his 


district Is to vote according to his own evaluation of the facts, 
not on public opinion, on Impeachment and other issues. 


Mrs. Spcnco said, "There can no longer bo any doubt that 


(Nixon) was involved In tho Watergate mess and that im- 
peachment is in order." 


A spokesman for Crane said Monday that tho congressman 


still Is studying tho available evidence and probably would 
make no decision on an impeachment vote until all tho evi- 
dence has been heard in the House. 


Labor bill introduced 


Rep. Crane has Introduced legislation In Uio House of Rep- 


resentatives to place labor unions under federal antitrust 
laws to "end labor union monopolies." 


Crane's bill, which was sent to the House Judiciary Com- 


mittee, uould ittriko exemptions for labor unions from the 
Sherman, Clayton and Norrls-LaGuardla acts, bring labor 
union practices under jurisdiction of the federal courts. 


"My bill would not Impair tlw fundamental right of Ameri- 


can workers to organize in their own self-Interest, to bargain 
collectively with their employers, or to strike," said Crane. 


"It would simply insure that these rights are not abused in 


such a way as to establish monoply and restrain trade." 


Crane said that union monopoly power Is a major cause of 


high prices because they are ablo to force huge and econom- 
ically unfeasible wage Increases that do not relate to produc- 
tivity increases. 


Crane said a recent national survey showed that 70 per cent 


of tho people believe too much power is held by unions, in- 
cluding 60 per cent of union members and 76 per cent of non- 
union workers. 


Politicians doti't care: poll 


A recent poll by Mrs. Spcnco showed that almost 70 per 


cent of the people in the district believe government officehol- 
ders "don't really care about" or are Indifferent to tho vot- 
ers, according to her campaign workers. 


Of those polled. 41 per cent agreed with tho statement: 


"Those In government office dont really care about us," and 
27.9 per cent said office holders were "indifferent." 


"AH those polled" showed concern over the cost of living, 


according to Mrs. Spcncc, and 71 per cent died rising food 
prices as tho major economic problem. 


In another category, however, 32.0 per cent identified Wa- 


tergate as tho most Important political issue, making it the 
leading issue. 


'Drastic* spending cuts needed 


In his first position paper of tho 1072 campaign, Rep. Crano 


has called for "drastic slashes" In government expenditures 
to "pave tho way for tax reduction at the earliest posslblo 
moment." 


Crane, who has proposed a Constitutional amendment to 


prevent Congress from spending more than it receives, said 
that "bloated" government spending on unnecessary Items is 
nt on all-timo high. 


Crane's amendment obo would require Congress to set 


aildo a turplus each year for payment on tho national debt. 
He said Interest on the debt Ls tho third largest item in tho 
national budgct,.an estimated J31.5 billion this year. 


The National Taxpayers Union this year rated Crano the 


third "mort fiscally responsible" member of Congress. Ho 
hai regularly won tho "watchdog" award of tho National 
A<uociation of Businessmen.

Suburbs aiding segregation; U.S. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The U.S. 


Civil Rights Commission says subtir- 
ban 
governments have created 


"white nooses" around America's 
cities by perpetuating segregated 
housing through unfair zoning laws 
and noncnforccmcnt of fair-housing 
ordinances. 


The commission, In a 72-page re- 


port, recommended that the federal 
government set up housing and com- 
munity development agencies in met- 
ropolitan areas to make sure minor- 


ities arc not discriminated against In 
housing. 


"Suburban 
governments," 
the 


commission said, "have acted almost 
exclusively In their own economic In- 
terests, often to the detriment of the 
central city and of the metropolitan 
area as a whole." 


"Exclusionary zoning, failure to 


enact or enforce fair-housing ordi- 
nances, and failure to utilize federal 
housing assistance programs have 
been used by suburbs to create white 


nooses around central cities," the re- 
port said. 


The agencies would monitor hous- 


ing policies cither statewide or In 
city and suburban areas and would 
have the power to overrule local zon- 
ing policies that foster segregation. 


T H E COMMISSION report - 


"Equal Opportunity in Suburbia" — 
also suggested the government give 
subsidies or tax cuts to all persons 
buying homes in areas working to- 
wards racial integration. 


It said present enforcement of fed- 


eral fair-housing regulation actually 
encouraged segregation and recom- 
mended that all federal agencies, in- 
cluding the Justice Department and 
financial agencies, step up enforce- 
ment of fair housing laws. 


Present federal programs "often 


arc administered so as to continue 
rather than reduce racial segrega- 
tion," the commission said. 


The report was based on hearings 


and factflnding meetings held in St. 
Louis, Baltimore, Washington, D.C., 
Boston, Milwaukee and Phoenix.

John Whipplc, former clinical director 


of Dwycr School In Arlington Heights, 
will appear Sept. 20 before the State 
Teacher Certification Board to ask them 
to reinstate his school psychologist cer- 
tificate. 


Whipple's certificate was suspended 


last week by Cook County Schools Supt. 
Richard Martwick following an in- 
vestigation of charges of improper oper- 
ation of the school for emotionally dis- 
turbed children. Whipplc appealed to the 
State Teacher Certification Board. 


The board has scheduled a hearing 


Sept. 20 in Springfield. It may reinstate 
Whipple's certificate or it may concur 
with Martwick by suspending or revok- 
ing the certification. 


TIIE CHARGES OF improper oper- 


ation include child abuse, improper certi- 
fication of some of the staff at Dwycr 
and unprofessional activities of some staff 
members in the presence of the children. 
The charges were made by teachers and 
former teachers at the school. 


The Northwest Educational Coopera- 


tive, which operates Dwyer School, sent 
a report to State Schools Supt. Michael 
Bakalis lost week refuting the charges 
and supporting Whipple.

Leo Athas, attorney for Bakalis and le- 


gal counsel for the State Teacher Certifi- 
cation Board, said Monday the NEC re- 
port "addressed itself very appropriately 
to every allegation that was made." 
Athas said Bakalis' office is conducting 
an evaluation of the school in regard to 
the charges. 


Officials In Martwick's office arc with 


holding comment on the NEC report. One 
official said Monday comment is being 
withheld "because of the nature of the 
issue and the strong possibility that we 
would have to testify at the State Certifi-

Forget about 
clumsy safety pins and awkward bodkins 
for this tape turns bias tubing in a Jiffy! 
! With suspender and jumper straps for 
youngsters, make closures as simple as 
possible with flexible fabric fasteners. 
These hook and loop strips can be sewn 
on to the edges of tho straps so a child 
just gently pulls or presses to dress him- 
self. 


In tho courts, landmark class action 


decisions in Pennsylvania and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia ordered publicly sup- 
ported education for mentally retarded, 
hyperactive, epileptic, and other handi- 
capped children. 


Traditionally these boys and girls were 


denied frco access to public education 
opportunities. 


Since tho 1071 federal court decision in 


Pennsylvania, legislatures in about 10 
states have passed education laws on be- 
half of physically, mentally, and emo- 
tionally handicapped children. 


Last year these included Arizona, Ar- 


kansas, Colorado, Maine, Maryland, Mis- 
sissippi, and Missouri, according to Phi 
Delta Kappan, an education journal. 


Education for the handicapped costs 


more — as much as $400 to $800 a year 
more on tho avcrago than for nonhandi- 
cnpped children. 


The difficulties as more handicapped 


children answer the school bell: 


An estimated shortage of at least 


250,000 trained teachers for children who 


arc speech impaired, retarded, emotion- 
ally disturbed, learning-disabled, hard 
of. hearing, crippled, visually Impaired or 
deaf — the-general order of magnitude 
for 
handicapping conditions among 


school-age children. 


Only half the estimated seven million 


school-age handicapped children needing 
special education services are receiving 
them. (But even that is on Increase from 
2.8 million children receiving services in 
1072.) 
•> 


The labeling issue. This may be used 


to classify children as blind or retarded 
without regard for their individuality, 
j u s t to justify isolation and dis- 
crimination. 


Not all teachers like the idea of 


malnstreamlng the handicapped chil- 
dren. Some teachers feel threatened by 
the changes they will have to make pro- 
fessionally. 


Other education officials fear gains 


made by the handicapped in special edu- 
cation might be lost in the melting pot of 
regular classrooms.

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Tell child about school to avoid first day fright

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
If your 


youngsters is getting ready to begin 
Khool for the first time, he should know 
well in advance what to expect and be 
prepared to venture out on his own. 


That Is some of the advice specialists 


in the field give to help parents avoid the 
schooMoor tantrums of children when 
mother leaves them for the first time. 


Dr. Ira Lourie, a child psychiatrist at 


the National Institutes of Mental Health, 
said children should begin to learn how 
to separate from their parents when they 
are as young as two yean old. And just 


as important, ho said, parents have to 
learn how to separate from their kids. 


If there Is some reason at home that 


the child is afraid to leave his parents 
and go to school, such as perhaps an im- 
minent divorce or alcoholic or financial 
problems, Lourio sold a situation could 
develop which Is called school phobia. 


"If there's something rocking the boat, 


then people begin to worry more and it 
becomes more important for the kid to 
be home," Lourio said in an Interview. 
"It's not that the kid doesn't want to go 
to school, it's that the kid doesn't want to 
leave homo." 


Ho sold a child will search for some 


reason to stay home. The youngster 


may feign illness, or say he's afraid of 
the boys around the corner or that the 
teacher doesn't like him. 


Dr. Robert Thompson, a psychologist 


at Georgetown University, sold that the 
parents often are Just as responsible for 
such a situation as the youngster. 


"TOey vacillate," he said.. "They let 


him stay home one day and the next day 
they force him to go to school. And then 
they become concerned that maybe 
they're doing the wrong thing. It just 
gets to be a vicious circle." 


"The best approach is to try to lessen 


the uncertainty of ambuvalence on the 
part of the parents so that they commu- 
nicate straight messages to the young- 
ster. The message being that, 'children 
your age have to go to school. You will 
go to school. The parents will be here 
. when you come home.'" 


Lourie said both the parent and the 


child have to be told there Is nothing to 
fear when the youngster goes to school 
and nothing will change at home while 
he's away.

"I think it's important to understand 


that all these things are kind of ripples In 
normal development," Lourie said. "It's 
an exaggeration of a normal' devel- 
opmental process. It's a difference be- 
between having stage fright which every- 
body has or being so frightened that you 
can't get out oh the stage at all. 


"AH kids are somewhat-apprehensive 


about going .to school and when things 
are going badly In their home, or in their 
lives, they're even more apprehensive. 
Most kids make it. But some don't make 
it and they need a little push." 


In adolescents, Lourio said school 


phobia Is more serious because by that 
age, the problem should have been over- 
come. In such cases, he said psychiatric 
help might be necessary. 


Thompson said it is not unusual for a 


child once in a while to decide he's not 
going to school. Ho said that happens in 
almost every youngster and rarely be- 
comes a problem. 


"There are times when you're not sure 


whether the youngster Is sick or not and 
you have to use your judgment," Thomp- 
son said. If the parents does permit the 
child to stay home, Thompson said the 
child should be forced to stay in bed so 
that,, if he's well, he may be willing to 
return to school the next day. 


Thompson said preparation for school 


should begin early in the child's life and 
parents should not wait a month or two 
before school starts. 


"My basic thought about that is all 


through the development of the child you 
hove to convey certain expectancies to 
the youngsters. The expectancies that 
are really important are that he has a 
certain amount of independence and that 
he can certain things on his own." 


Thompson said it also is Important to 


convey the idea to the child that going to 
school is a matter of fact type of situ- 
ation and that school is fun.

Time-shortened degree programs, al- 


though still considered experimental, are 
widespread in practice. "Restructuring 
the Baccalaureate: A Focus on Time- 
Shortened Degree Programs," a study 
published by the American Association of 
State Colleges and Universities, lists 243 
colleges and universities that report 
time-shortening activities 
on their 


campuses. 


Alternatives to the traditional four- 


year program can take several forms. 


In what is called a "transitional year" 


or an "early admission program," col- 
leges arrange with area high schools to 
admit qualified high school seniors who 
complete their senior year of high school 
and their freshman year of college at the 
same time. 


In some colleges the curriculum has 


been revised radically to fit into a three- 
year frame.

shortened form is the award of advanced 
standing credit. '

scores on the College Level Examination 
Program. 


Three-year degree programs con mean 


savings to students. Students who can 
earn degrees In three years save the col- 
lege costs for one year as well as the 
income they would have foregone had 
they stayed In college that extra year.

N'S 
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Pediatricians preparing for back to school rush

ncroM the land aro girding for their 
"rush season" In the time remaining be- 
fore classes resume. 


The rush has been compounded In re- 


cent years by school district consoli- 
dation ami subsequent up-dating pro- 
grams that make medical tests mandato- 
ry In virtually all of the nation's large 
school districts. 


Dr. John R. Ponchcr, n Valparaiso, 


Ind., pediatrician and member of Iho 
American Academy of Pediatrics, said 
the preschool tests usually include exam- 
inations on the eyes, ears, teeth and gen- 
eral health, and a review of the scries of 
Immunization shots the child has under- 
gone. 


Tho shots Include n scries of three In- 


itial or booster Inoculations: 


The 
DPT shot, which immunizes 


against diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus. 


Oral polio, initial and booster scries. 
Tho shot for measles, mumps and ru- 


bella. 


Tho DPT and polio scries include In- 


itial and periodic booster shots, but the 
Immunization for measles, mumps and 
rubella Is a one-shot treatment. 


Ponchcr said the AAP felt TB skin 


tests were sufficient to recognize wheth- 
er n child was a tuberculosis victim. 


"Contrary to what many parents be- 


lieve," Ponchcr said, "the typhus shots 
have been dropped by most schools. The 
reason is that only one death had been 
reported over a period of many years 
from the disease, but something like 10 
to 12 children dlo annually due to a 
strong reaction to the shot." 


Ponchcr said today's pediatricians ore 


equipped to screen children for vision, 
hearing or dental problems. He advised 
parents to take children to a dentist by 
the time they arc about three years old. 


Vision problems mostly are within a 


pediatrician's 
realm, 
Ponchcr 
said. 


"However, if there is a serious problem 
or one that needs special attention, the 
pediatrician can suggest where the ap- 
propriate treatment Is available." 


"Hearing Is more of a problem than 


vision," Poncher said, "because it is 
harder for parents to detect. 


"I'm sure o lot of hearing among chil- 


dren Is not evaluated early enough In 
their lives, but there are Improvements 
and more and more general practitioners 
arc including tests as part of their exam- 
inations." 


Ponchcr said a big problem In the na- 


tion's health program is the shortage of 
pediatricians in rural areas. 


"They tend to flock to metropolitan 


areas — more stimulating there, I think 
they feel, than living out In the country, 


where there is a need for them," Pon- 
cher said. 


Ponchcr said he thought too many 


school districts failed to emphasize the 
proper importance on their health pro- 
grams. A frequent occurrence among 
schools Involves the tuberculosis pro- 
gram, he sold. 


"There are some cases where the TB 


shot was mandatory. However, school 
b o a r d s succeeded In lobbying for 
changes and sometimes succeeded." 


One such example brought legislation 


that changed the law slightly and per- 
mitted all children to enroll in school 
with the stipulation that they take their 
TB, shot within 60 days after classes be- 
gan. 


"The Intent was obvious. The more 


children enrolled, the greater the finan- 
cial aid from the government. 


"If there were any TB afflicted chil- 


dren, they were free to present the 
threat of spreading the disease for many 
weeks."

Teachers say class size directly related to quality 
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WASHINGTON (UPI) - Tho cgghcnd 


who probed Iho link between quality edu- 
cation nml class size was on tho right 
track, say experts. 


"Anyway you try to slice It," says Dr. 


Martin Olson, smaller cnlsscs produce 
significantly higher quality education 
than largo ones. 


Thousands of teachers don't need to bo 


sold on tho fact that children learn better 
In small classes. 


Tho National Education Association 


(NEA) sounds out teachers on tho sub- 
ject periodically. Teachers say "working 
with too many students each day" Is a 
mnjor headache 


R e l a t e d headaches Include: too 


many students with too much variance In 
Intellectual abilities, too many nonin- 
fitructional chores for teachers, and too 
many students who don't really caro 
whether school continues or not. 


D e s p i t e somo recently publicized 


claims that kids faro as well In largo 
classes as small ones, teachers all over 
the country arc ready to rebut the argu- 
ment. 


They maintain that class size may bo 


Uio difference between teaching In depth 
and babysitting. When a class Is large, 
tho group Is treated as though homoge- 
nized. Each person Is a carbon copy of 
tho rest. 


Tho NEA said teachers not burdened 


with an overflow of students can do a 
better job of meeting needs of each child. 


Some gains may bo traditional areas of 


learning. Tho teacher with a small class 
can, for example, pinpoint a student's 
weaknesses in particular subjects and 


help him shore up In those areas. 


Somo steps are being taken to lower 


average class size. 


Particularly significant, according to 


NEA, Is tho California program, under 
direction of state school Superintendent 
Wilson niles. 


It Is scheduled to reduce tho pupil- 


teacher ratio In the critical kindergarten 
through grade three level to 10:1 over a 
period of years. 


The profession docs not advocate an 


across-the-board classroom pupil-teacher 
ratio, such as 20:1. Rather, educators 
stress flexibility, with tho class size var- 
ying according to subject matter, grade 
level, Individual teacher methods, and 
the particular needs of students.

Career training, liberal arts combine in higher education 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Occupational 


training and liberal arts study, once two 
divergent courses of post-secondary edu- 
cation, have merged on many state col- 
lege and university campuses in the 
growing trend toward career education. 


Career education programs In tourism, 


production management, medical tech- 
nology, law enforcement, and broad- 
casting, to name a few, are a response to 
a legitimate need, not a passing fad. 


It la estimated Hint within the next 


decade, approximately SO per cent of the 
work force will be in technical, semi- 
professional and service-oriented jobs. 
Career education gives students the op- 
portunity to develop Interests and abili- 
ties Into professional skills which relate 
to the employment market. 


Four-year colleges and universities do 


not find career education programs in- 
compatible with the broader perspective 
and humanities emphasis of their liberal 
arts programs. 


On the contrary, administrators in 


state colleges and universities believe 
that the liberal arts atmosphere is a nec- 
essary benefit for career education stu- 
dents: the complexity and pace of 
change of the world society requires in- 
formed and understanding citizens, not 
just workers who fill job slots. 


The career education programs offered 


by 
state colleges and universities 


throughout the country cover a wide 
range of personal Interests and employ- 
ment opportunities. 


The programs range. In scope from one 


in aviation administration at Metropoli- 


tan State College In Colorado, to a major 
in fashion merchandising at Eastern 
Kentucky University and a degree In 
packing technology at Indiana State Uni- 
versity. 


Not all of the career education pro- 


grams require four years of study. A 
study conducted by the American Associ- 
ation of State Colleges and Universities 
(AASCU) found that approximately half 
of its 313 members offered less than bac- 
calaureate level programs, including 
two-year associate degrees and some 
certificates for one year. 


Allan Ostar, executive director of the 


American Association of State Colleges 
and Universities, emphasizes that the 
programs arc more than job training. 


"The economy changes, the technology 


changes. We need graduates who under- 


stand their relationship to the larger eco- 
nomic world, who can grasp concepts 
and transfer skills. 


"This is why the experience with the 


liberal arts institution is so important in 
professional training. So students can 
learn to think, and to reason, and to un- 
derstand how to work and how to live.

Ideas, don't neglect tho thrift shops. 
People get tired of good and pretty 
pieces and they often wind up in such 
shops. These aro new and attractive to a 
new owner. 


American families nourish an almost 


universal desire: to play a musical in- 
strument. 


But wlillo 83 per cent of both musical 


and non-musical households agree that 
"I wish I had learned to play a musical 
Instrument," there aro significant differ- 
ences in family income, activities and at- 
titudes between the two groups. 


Tho study, conducted for the American 


Music Conference (AMF), under tho di- 
rection of Dr. William Wells of tho Uni- 
versity of Chicago Graduate School of 
Business, was designed to profile musi- 
cal and non-musical households. 


Thcro were nearly 850 responding 


households; almost 44 per cent included 
an amateur musician who plays regu- 
larly. Of tho total group of amateur 
households, 51 per cent contain n pianist, 
33 per cent Include a family member 
who plays tho organ and 23 per cent a 
guitar player. 


Thcro were bond instrument players in 


seven to 10 per cent of tho households, 
and violin players In soven per cent 


WHILE THESE participation statistics 


show fairly dose correlation with pre- 
vious AMC studies, the percentage of or- 
gan players among musical households is 
estimated to have doubled in the -past 
several years. 


Over three-fourths of all the amateurs 


hi these musical households play more 
than one Instrument. 


By far the majority of all households 


with amateurs own their instruments, 
but the percentage is highest for acoustic 
guitar players (92 per cent) and lowest 
(73 to 80 per cent) in households where 
there aro amateurs who play band in- 
struments. 


Family income of households with 


amateurs Is sharply higher than thoso 
where nobody plays. Fifty-two per cent 
of all musical households had incomes 
over $12,000. Only 34 per cent of non-mu- 
sical households reached this Income lev- 
el. Thirty-four per cent of amateur fami- 
lies had incomes over $15,000; only 20 
per cent of non-musical 
households 


reached this income level. 


Families owning pianos had the high- 


est of all incomes; 45 per cent were over 
$15,000 per year. Households with organs 
and guitars much more closely paral- 
leled the general economic profile of mu- 
sical families. 


HEADS OF MUSICAL households ore 


more likely to have, attended college, to 
work in a managerial capacity and to 
live in large urban areas. Musical fami- 
lies also arc larger than nonmusical fam- 
ilies: 55 per cent have four or moro 
members. Only 27 per cent of non-musi- 
cal 1 nuseholds are this large. 


Piano owners tend to have tho highest 


educational achievement; 32 per cent of 
the husbands In these households either 
graduated from college or have graduate 
degrees. 


While attitudes , about music in all 


households are extremely 
favorable, 


families with amateurs listen to more 
music of all kinds, and'have far moro 
positive feelings about musical educa- 
tion.

several California State Historic Parks in the Red- 
wood Empire, the site was occupied by colonists 
from Czarist Alaska between 1812 and 1841. 


Redwood Coast 


A touch of Maine adds to the beauty of this scenic 


area, just two hours from the Golden Gate Bridge 


ANCHOR DAY, Calif. — The redwood coast looks more like 


Mnlno than Manzanlllo, but locals still call it the Banana 
Belt. 


It's all relative. Point Arena, a few miles north, has been 


clocked as one of the windiest spots in the United States. 
Then the shoreline swings southeast, and high ridges between 
the point and Anchor Bay block these howling north- 
westerlies, shunting them out Into the Pacific. This provides 
tha Banana Coast down almost to Fort Bragg with calm, mild 
weather, and days like diamonds. 


What wonder that the Banana Coast is growing in popu- 


larity with second-homo buyers and vacationers? The off- 
shore surf and rocks rival Mendoclno and Carmcl, tho green 
forests tumble down to the sea, and visitors go 'round without 
iwcatcn. 


IIAWAll-nASKt) Oceanic Properties discovered this more 


than a decade ago. bought up 10 miles of coast and developed 
Sea Ranch, now grown to about 300 homes. Some perch on the 
cliffs, wme snuggle back in the pine woods. Sea Ranch has a 
cozy motel, a restaurant, and U opening a 9-holc seaside golf 
links in September. 


Gualala, an old lumber port between Anchor Bay and Sen 


Ranch, has a delightful hotel decorated In late Victorian bor- 
dello, and some campgrounds beside the placid Gualala River 
(where Jack London liked to cast for steclhcad) and In a 
sheltered beach cove. 


Ono of Uw attractions at Anchor Bay is just offshore — Fish 


Rock, where lumber schooners often came to grief. It's the 
haunt of a herd of vocal scalions. These amphibious Carusos 
sound like a pack of bloodhounds when the breeze is land- 
ward. 


New, and fun to explore, is Salt Point State Pork, about 


3,500 acres of tldcpools and shoreline trails south of Sea 
Ranch. Here are a few primitive camp sites and picnic facil- 
ities. Inland are more hiking trails in Kruse Rhododendron 
Reserve (colorful in April and May). 


FORT ROSS, seven miles south of Salt Point, has been 


restored and greatly Improved following a couple of dis- 
astrous fires. It opens one's eyes to a forgotten chapter of 
California's history. For It was here that Russian furhuntcrs 
reigned between 1812 and 1841, in the farthest outpost of czar- 
ism. A museum and tiny redwood chapel are open to visitors. 


This Inviting stretch of sheltered coastline has few towns or 


houses, almost no signboards or other manmade drawbacks. 
It can be reached In a drive of little more than two hours 
from the Golden Gate cither over SR 1 (Tho Coast Highway), 
or by U.S. 101 (The Redwood Highway) with a turnoff down 
the Russian River north of Santa Rosa. 


There are some interesting back-road returns north and 


south of Anchor Boy, to connect again with "101."

Plenty of people-watching 
plazas in San Francisco

San Francisco is for squares. 
As in Union, Portsmouth and Jackson 


Squares. 


The city's hlghrlso havens aren't about 


to bo edged out cither. New devel- 
opments at the Golden Gateway and Em- 
barcadcro Centers all bear the thumb- 
print of people-to-pcople city planning. 
The May, 1971 Urban Design fostered by 
the Dept. of City Planning called for a 
"city with feeling." With few exceptions, 
architects have stuck to their blueprints. 


WHOLE EAIITHERS will find the 


city's decor both demonstrative and eco- 
logically affectionate. The exigencies of 
San Francisco's corrugated surface have 
been handled with aplomb — an urban 
patchwork of corporate concrete, sienna 
bricks and grassy oases. 


Those many-splcndored parks and 


squares have become outdoor galleries. 
The show catalog credits run from Henry 
Moore to Pacific Telephone. 


In short, it makes for good browsing 


among some ingratiating public arti- 
facts. 


Once the scene of uproarious pro-Union 


riots In the 1860s, Union Square is now 
the launching pad of more peaceful dem- 
onstrations. Celebrations ranging from 
Chinese New Year to the annual Cable 
Car Cell Ringing Contest kick off here In 
the shadow of "Victory," a 97-foot col- 
umn commemorating Commodore Do- 
wey's triumph at Manila Boy in 1B98. A 
well-manicured 2.6 acres, the Square is a 
peoplcplatz. Here, Robert Shields, the 
city's resident mime, garners plaudits 
amidst junior leaguers, sunstruck senior 
citizens and latter-day Socrates. 


JUST NORTHWEST of the Square's 


green fringe lies the greatest tribute to 
culinary art ever — Ruth Asawa's foun- 
tain. The 41 panels that comprise this 
cauldron-like sculpture at the base of the 
Hyatt on Union Square hotel were cast 
from baked bread dough. This touched 
and touching whimsy embraces San 
Francisco with a hug. Some 250 persons, 
ages three to 90, collaborated on sculptor 
Asawa's chef d'oeuvre, paying tribute to 
bridges and cable cars, butterflies and 
fireplugs, seagulls and schooners. It's 
The City ad inflnitum. 


Benevolent dragons and stone lions 


adorn the Gateway to Chinatown at

REDWOODS DOWNTOWN? Next to a 


48-story space-age pyramid? Both are 
found one block due east of Portsmouth 
where a mini-grove of mighty Sequoia 
scmpervirens has been planted at the 
base of the Transamerlca building.

Wisconsin's New Glarus 
gears for Wilhelm Tell 


"Thou wilt shoot an apple from his 


head! I command It so." — With a ty- 
rant's words, the legend was born. 


Tho legend of Wilhelm Tell Is known 


throughout tho world. Who hasn't heard 
of the Alpine hero who shot an apple 
from his son's head in order (o freo a 
nation from tyranny? 


Toll's famous deed is re-enacted an- 


nually In New Glarus. Wls., as residents 
of this unique Swiss community present 
Schiller's classic Wilhelm Tell drama ev- 
ery Labor Day Weekend. Since 1938, the 
"Tell" pageant has grown to attract 
thousands of visitors from throughout the 
world and Is now staged on three con- 
secutive days: In English on Saturday 
and Monday, and in German on Sunday. 


THE CAST Fort the three-hour pag- 


eant includes over 200 area residents 
along with horses, Brown Swiss cows, 
goats and St. Bernard dogs. Tho play, 
presented In a beautiful, wooded, outdoor 
amphitheater, dramatizes the 13th centu- 
ry struggle for Independence by Swiss 
patriots who rebelled during occupation 
by the tyrannical Austrian llapsburgs. 
Wilhelm Tell, who led the revolt, 
emerged as tho Swiss national hero. 
Along with the actual pageant, Swiss folk 
dancers, yodclcrs, flag-throwers, and Al- 
pine horn blowers also perform during 
tho three day event. 


New Glarus has something to offer for 


everyone, especially on Lobor Day week- 
end.

A clang- 
ing, bouncing, electrically propelled trol- 
ley would take you to work, to the ball 
game or out to the park. It even took 
grandpa to the country to court that pret- 
ty girl who later turned out to be grand- 
ma. 


Of the 60,000 trolley cars that once op- 


erated in America, only a handful re- 
main with some of tho oldest and most 
colorful nearby at tho Fox River Line 
Museum in South Elgin." 


Each summer weekend trolley fans, 


historians, buffs of Americana, people 
young and old, board the Fox River 
Line's electric cars to be whisked away 
on a nostalgic, three-mile, round trip 
along the picturesque Fox River. 


THE TROLLEYS operate between Cas- 


tlemulr on 111. Rte. 31 at South Elgin, to 
Colemnn Grove, following the right-of- 
way of the Aurora, Elgin & Fox Electric 
line, built in 1896. Enroute the cars pass 
under the Illinois Central Gulf's lofty 
trestle spanning the tree-lined Fox River. 


One of the museum's most popular at- 


tractions is an open-air streetcar, typical 
of those used in the United States around 
1910. - 


A Chicago Aurora and Elgin intcrurban 


car built in 1913 features on inlaid wood 
Interior and leaded glass windows. It is 
authentically clad in the railroad's ma- 
roon and buff color scheme of the '20s. 


Other museum attractions are a pair 


of Chicago North Shore and Milwaukee 
cars, including the last remaining inter- 
urban 
dlning-tavern-lounge car 
con- 


structed during the 1930s as well as a 
coach of 1930 vintage. 


For maintenance chores, the museum 


relics on a 1910 work car built by the' 
famous Brill Co. of Philadelphia. It is 
painted a bright orange and block. 


ONE OF THE newest additions to the 


collection is a wooden caboose. Built dur- 
ing the later part of the 19th Century, tho 
car served until lost year on the Soo Line 
R.R. in Minnesota. 


Open Sundays from 11 a.m. to 6 p.m., 


the museum also features o replica of a 
Turn-of-the Century interurban shelter 
where souvenir items and'refreshments 
are available. It is located on Rte. 31, a 
short drive south of the Northwest Toll- 
way (1-90). 


The 25-minute rides cost $1 for adults, 


50 cents for children ages three through 
11, with youngsters under 3 traveling 
free.

A little smut 
may help youl

Obscenity is so judged by its prurient appeal and social 


value. The Supreme Court calls obscene any material that 
value. The Supreme Court calls obscene any material that 
affronts the public and goes beyond contemporary community 
standards In regard to nudity, sex or excretion. 


Dr. Robert Athanaslou, an assistant professor of psychiatry 


at the Albany Medical College In New York, said that no- 
netheless, interest in erotica in the nation is high. "Four out 
of five persons between the ages of puberty and senility," he 
said, "have seen some kind of erotic material, usually in- 
volving pictures of people having intercourse. Exposure to 
this kind of material is widespread. 


"Most people are curious to see what It is like," said Ath- 


anasiou. "They've heard about stag movies, etc., and they 
want to see for themselves. Any they enjoy being sexually 
aroused. It's a pleasant feeling for many people. People find 
erotica gives them Information and entertainment and has 
some educational value for them. After all, sex is one of the 
few activities for which you can't go to the library and take 
out a detailed how-to-do-lt manual. 


"THOUGH THE courts have authority to Judge something 


as obscene without benefit of acceptable scientific evidence to 
show that erotica is In any way harmful, there's a good deal 
of evidence that viewing erotica can be quite beneficial and 
at worst It does no harm," said Athanaslou. "Yet we have 
this cultural taboo, this graven image below the belt that 
says you mustn't look at this kind of thing or talk about it." 


Athanosiou cited om study by the Commission on Obscenity 


and Pornography that showed people who'd been married 
about 13 years on the average who bad never talked to each 
other about sex. "They then got into an experiment viewing 
erotic material together," he said, "and this somehow gave 
them 'permission' to discuss the topic with each other. It 
opened up new discourse for them. This shows one of the 
benefits of viewing erotica. 


"Additionally, It's been found that this kind of material can 


provide some kind of release and some direction for people's 
sex drive in situations where they would not otherwise be 
able to express it, such as In prisons or on submarine duty for 
six months. It enables them to fantasize." Athanaslou noted 
that when sex offenders were compared with normal individ- 
uals, it was found that sex offenders had much less exposure 
to erotic material than did "normal, everyday, average" 
adults. 


ATHANASIOU feels adolescents should not have access to 


erotic material any more than they should be allowed to 
smoke or drink. "However," he said, "adolescents could 
benefit from this material if it were used In the proper con- 
text. I use it sometimes in therapeutic treatment. It could be 
used in sex education, which ideally should be taught in the 
home. Unfortunately, home is seldom the best place. Most 
parents are poorly prepared and are too uptight about this. If 
parents don't talk about sex with each other, how are they 
going to talk about it with their children." 


In a study related by Athanasiou, S to 10 per cent of the 


population say they learned sex information from their par- 
ents and 55 per cent got It or misinformation from their 
friends. "Educators," said Dr. Athanaslou, "rather than 
teaching sex in the schools, should teach parents how not to 
be uptight about sex and give them the needed 'permission' to 
talk about it." 


Amputation the answer to alleviating a birth defect? 


I was born with a short leg. My left leg 


Is several Inches shorter than my right. 
I'm 20 now and about S feet tall, weigh- 
ing 105 pounds. Also, I have no toes on 
my left foot. The foot ends abont where 
toes should be. 


I started walking with crutches at age 


2, and when I was 7 was fitted with my • 
first elevated shoe. While I was growing 
the shoe was elevated regularly. By the 
time I was 18 my left shoe was built up 
about 10 Inches. It was very clumsy. 


About a year ago my mother found a 


great orthopedic shoe specialist. He 
made a special shoe for me and may I 
say, doctor, I was Just about ready to cry 
when he put the shoe on my toeless foot. 
My right shoe was a black patent oxford, 
laced type with a half-Inch heel. My new 
left shoe was also all-black patent. It had 
an ankle strap and laced onto my foot 
with 12 eyelets. The heel was a full 10 
Inches and made of aluminum. The plat- 
form was solid cork. My foot fitted into a 
tot of cotton padding. I was surprised 
bow well I could walk with It. 


Doctor, I am really happy with my un- 


usual shoe. I almost always wear slacks 
so my shoe is not noticeable. My boy- 
friend has taught me to dance, and I 
even go on long hikes with him. 


Now, tho real question I must ask you. 


Three months ago my girl friend, who is 
the same age as I am, was In a very bad 
automobile accident. She had to have her 
right leg amputated above the knee,

She 
now wears an artificial limb. She walks 
with hardly a limp. 


After seeing how well my girl friend 


gets along, I wondered If I would be bet- 
ter off If I had my left leg removed and 
was fitted with an artificial limb. My 
family doctor says the decision Is up to 
me. I would really appreciate your opin- 
ion. 


That is not a decision you can make 


without a careful study of the details of 
the problem. First you need the benefit 
of an expert evaluation of the problem 
by a specialist in orthopedic surgery. 
The condition of your shortened leg 
makes a lot of difference. This may de- 
termine whether or not you would want 
to keep the knee Joint, should it be advis- 
able and you wanted to have surgery. 


It is not a decision that has to be made 


tomorrow. Why don't you ask your fami- 
ly doctor to arrange for you to see an 
orthopedic sugeon and after you have 


all the facts as they apply to your par- 
ticular case then you will be in a better 
position to make a good decision? 


If you were my patient I would want a 


consultation with a specialist before try- 
ing to help you make your decision. 


IT IS IMPORTANT to have good sup- 


port for your shortened leg or proper re- 
placement if that seems in order. It 
makes a lot of difference to your spine. 
If one leg is shorter than the other it puts 
a strain on all the muscles up the spine 
as your body tries to balance the in- 
equality. 


So, I do favor being sure that you have 


taken tht right measures now and not 
delayed too long.

New pharmaceutical law questioned 


At the present lime the Illinois state 


legislature Is considering new laws which 
would permit pharmacists to substitute 
generic drug products for brand name 
products In filling prescriptions. 


At first glance, there appears to be no 


drawback to such a law. Those who fa- 
vor It say it will reduce the price of pre- 
scription drugs with no risk to the 
patient. 


However, there may be some dis- 


turbing dangers hidden in this proposi- 
tion. In weighing its merits, I believe our 
legislators ought to consider these ques- 
tions which have not been discussed very 
much, If at all: 


• Is there clinical evidence that gener- 


ic drug products from different manufac- 
turers ore, in fact, equal to each other in 
effectiveness? 
Informed doctors and 


pharmacists know of specific drugs 


which have not been as effective as the 
original brand name products in alleviat- 
ing the symptoms of a disease or in pro- 
viding a cure. 


• Today, patients are filing suits 


claiming negligence in exercising medi- 
cal judgment. It is not difficult to see 
that this claim could be extended to in- 
clude the prescribing or substituting of

Second rate drug 
products are not cheap at any price. 


In something so precious and so per- 


sonal as good health, we cannot be too 
cautious. No one quarrels with the com- 
mendable goal of saving money for the 
state and for patients who pay their own 
bills. 


However, if saving a few pennies a day 


on a prescription might mean sacrificing 
quality, then the full price of the pre- 
scription is wasted. Before our legisla- 
tors make this momentous change in our 
tradiUnal medical care system, they 
should be able to guarantee each and ev- 
ery person in the state that every gener- 
ic drug is the equivalent of the original 
brand name product. At the present 
time, with what we know today, can one 
honestly give such a guarantee?

tho benefit of industry and motorists and 
homeowners. It might even reduce prices 
from present levels. 


But Don Conlln, president of Petro- 


leum Associates of tho Now York Cotton 
Exchange, Inc., which will operate tho 
new market, Is making no rosy short- 
term predictions. 


"Wo havo been working on the project 


13 montlis and we believe Its lime has 
come," he told United Press Inter- 
national, "but the attitude of the major 
oil companies toward it so far is neutral. 
They say they may use our market but 
they also may go on handling their pric- 
ing tho way they havo for years." 


CONLIN W CONVINCED that tho Inde- 


pendent oil companies, tho refiners, tho 
International oil traders — and specula- 
tors — will use the new exchange right

from the start. And he thinks the majors 
ultimately will see the wisdom of taking 
advantage of the hedging opportunities of 
a futures market such as traders and 
users of cotton, grains, sugar and other 
major commodities enjoy.

gently needed, Conlln sold, because the 
events of tho past two years havo shown 
tho long-term contract pricing procedure 
practiced In the industry for so many 
years has broken down and the resulting 
skyrocketing prices havo the entire glob- 
al economy still reeling from the shock. 
Tho fact that crude demand at last has 
begun to decline and prices have dropped 
a little means the moment is ripe to 
launch futures trading, he said. 


"Today tho long-term contract in oil 


docs not exist," says a statement by Con- 
lln's group. "Even a 30-day guaranty of 
price is almost impossible to find and the 
refiners arc becoming resigned to weekly 
and even dally price changes "such as 
occur In cotton, grain, sugar and other 
commodities. That would appear to be a 
logical reason for a futures market. 


NOTING THAT THE big oil companies 


began as long as three years ago to pre- 
dict the 1973 energy crisis, the Cotton 
Exchange group says if a futures market 
in crude had been created two years ago 
It could have cushioned tho cruel Impact 
of sharply rising oil prices on the world. 


"With the law of supply and demand 


working freely without government price 
controls as they only can on a futures 
market, the price would havo risen, but 
slowly," the group says, "as it became 
obvious that Increased consumption was 
threatening to overtake world produc- 
tion."

picture unless you want to destroy the 
film," he said. 


"What we will take out is violence for 


shock value or perhaps abbreviate it. 


"But we will take out any frontal nud-

TKAVIESAS SAID he has seen the film 


four times to determine how much of the 
entire story of (he Corleone family will 
be presented on two nights this Novem- 
ber. 


He even has sought the aid of the 


film's director, Francis Ford Cappola, in 
an effort to reduce network editing. 


"I sat down with him and discussed 


our philosophy," he said, "and he will do 
the first cutting and then he will bring it 
to us and we will see if It needs anything 
else." 


NBC has announced It will pay Para- 


mount Pictures a record $10 million for 
the right to show the film once and only 
on those nights, which will be announced 
later. 


THE MOVIE IS the No. 1 money 


maker In film history — more than $129 
million so far worldwide. It won the 1972 
Academy Award for best picture, and the 
film's star Marlon Brando won the 
Academy Award for best actor. 


One of the hallmarks of the film, which 


loosely traces the history of a Mafia 
clan, was a scries of bloody shootouts 
and killings that marked the rise of the 
Italian underworld in the United States. 


Although the film has been criticized 


for its violence Travicsas said the film is 
not Just another bloody gangster movie. 


"I think this picture is an anti-violence 


show," he said. "It shows you the horror 
of violence and this is what we are con- 
cerned about. Sometimes violence be- 
comes too antiseptic in television movies. 
You see someone killed and that's that. 
You never see the effect of violence. 


"But when you watch this film you seo 


the horror of violence and the effect 11 
has on the lives of people in it."

Coopcrstown, N.Y.—It wasn't the most 


auspicious beginning for Larry Monroe, 
but it was a beginning.

choice "and when I got to the park there 
was so much going on that I didn't even 
think about it. I didn't really get nervous 
until I got> the ball from Ronnie(Santo) 
and I turned around to pitch and I real- 
ized that Aaron was up first." 


Monroe faced Aaron three times in 


three Innings. Henry singled his first 
time up and was retired twice after that. 


"He got a base hit through tho hole on 


a fastball," Larry said, "and he hit a low 
changcup for a pop up in left center. 
Then I threw him a fastball and he 
grounded out to third. I was happy with 
the way I pitched to him. And It was an 
honor."

The righthander wasn't quite so fortu-

President receives tumultous icelcome 
Ford addresses Congress: 
There is work to be done

In his first major address to the na- 


tion. President Gerald It. Ford Monday 
night pinpointed Inflation as the major 
concern of the Untied Stales and pledged 
cooperation with the Congress In com- 
batting it. 


In a pointed message to foreign gov- 


ernments, ho emphasized also that ho 
will continue the foreign policy initiated 
by his predecessor, Richard M. Nixon, 
and specifically pledged continuity of 
past policies with all the major nations 
of the world. 


The president's message to a Joint ses- 


sion of Congress was replete with con- 
ciliatory messages, an address obviously 
intended to capitalize on a mood of relief 
ami good will In the capital. 


"My fellow Americans," he began, 


"we have a lot of work to do ...

get on with it." 


Ho then pledged to the Congress a splr-

it of "communication, conciliation, com- 
promise and cooperation," a slogan 
which attracted one of many bursts of 
applause from the lawmakers. 


FOKD SAID the first request of his ad- 


ministration was directed to the voters: 
"Support your candidates, congressmen 
and senators, Democrats or Republicans, 
conservative or liberal, who consistently 
vote for tough decisions to cut the costs 
of government, restrain federal spending 
and bring inflation under control." 


The President also acceded to a pro- 


posal by Democratic Senate Majority 
Loader Sen. Mlko Mansfield of Montana 
for creation of an economic conference 


composed of executive and legislative 
leaders, and sold that he himself would 
head the body. 


He proposed that the economic confer- 


ence be convened "at an early date and 
in full view of the American public," em- 
phasizing his early pledge that his would 
be an "open administration." 


FOHD ALSO urged that the Congress, 


before its Labor Day recess, reactivate 
the Cost of Living Council for the pur- 
pose of monitoring wages and prices to 
pinpoint abuses — but without consid- 
ering the reimpositlon of controls.

Suburbs' tax bills on seesaw 


by AL MESSERSCIIMIDT 


Northwest suburban property owners 


will sec a checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rates released Monday by Cook 


County Clerk Stanley Kusper show 
changes that include some lower tax bills 
for much of Schaumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships. 


A dramatic increase in the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE TAX RATES, however, are sub- 


ject to the use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout the state. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face an increase in your tax 


rate, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; if you face 
a decrease in your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate. 


All rates arc calculated at a dollar fig- 


ure per $100 assessed valuation of the 
property.

Real estate taxes should drop about 4% 


Real estate taxes in Buffalo Grove should drop by about 4 


per cent this year, totals released Monday by County Clerk 
Stanley Kusper show. 


The tax rate for village property owners will increase about 


3.05 per cent, to $8.430 per $100 assessed valuation, but will be 
offset by a 7 per cent reduction in tho Cook County assess- 
ment multiplier. 


"Most taxes are going down" In Wheeling Township on 


property that was not reassessed last year, Kusper sold. 


Tax bills were mailed Monday and final payment deadline 


for the second-installment taxes will be Sept. 16, Kusper said. 


KUSPER'S TOTALS showed that Buffalo Grove residents 


will not pay the largest levy in Wheeling Township. Tax- 
payers in two Wheeling districts topped the Buffalo Grove 
levy this year with $8.536 and $8.514 rates per $100 assessed 
valuation. 


But, the village tax rate remained one of the highest in the 


township. Residents in Arlington Heights will pay between 
$7.844 and $8.062 this year; Mount Prospect taxes will vary 


between $8.210 and $7.621 and DCS Plaines taxes will be 
$7.521. 


Township, village and school districts tax rates Increased in 


1973, according to Kusper's figures. 


The village tax rate Increased from 59.4 cents to 63.7 cents, 


Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21's levy increased from $2.922 
to $3.064 and that township's three levies increased from 11.2 
to 12.5 cents. 


The new tax rates apply to bills payable this year and were 


established by tax levies based on expenditures estimated by 
taxing districts last fall. 


Rates announced included totals for countywide tax bodies. 


Cook County's rate dropped from 60 to 58.4 cents; the county 
forest preserve rate increased from B.2 to 9.1 cents; the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District rate increased from 34.2 to 36.5 
cents; the Northwest Mosquito Abatement District rate de- 
creased from 1.6 to 1,5 cents and the Tuberculosis District 
rate dropped from 2.8 cents to 2.2 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation.

125 
and the Wheeling Township Rural Fire 
Protection Dlst. 


Those in Dl.it. 00, Dist. 125 and support- 


ing the Lonff Grove Fire Dept. will have 
the lowest assessment In tho area. 


Those living In Elementary School 


Dlst. 102, High School DLst. 125, and the 
Long Grove Fire District, will pay $6.310, 
up about 53 cents from last year. 


For districts 102, 125, and the Vcrnon 


Township Flra District tho rate is $6.034. 
No figures were available from last year. 


For districts 102, 125 and the Wheeling 


Towashlp Rural Fire District, taxes are 
$6.352, up almost 52 cents from last year. 


Residents of districts KG, 125, and the 


Long Grove Fire District will pay $6.418, 
up more than 27 cents from last year. 


Those in districts 96, 125, the Long 


Grove Fire District and the Buffalo 
Grove Park District will pay slightly 
more, $6.809, up about 33 cents from lost 
year.

Suburbs' tax bills on seesaw

Northwest suburban property owners 


will sec a checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rates released Monday by Cook 


County 
Clerk Stanley Kusper show 


changes that Include some lower tax bills 
for much of Schaumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships. 


A dramatic increase in the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
Increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE TAX RATES, however, are sub- 


ject to the use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout the state. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face on increase in your tax 


rate, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; If you face 
a decrease in your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate.

the village is withholding tho report. 


"WE'VE READ THE report once and 


will meet with Polytechnic officials, the 
village attorney, village board, building 
commissioner and field inspectors to de- 
termine what course, if any particular 
course of action, Is suitable," said Willis. 


"It is just fair to give village board

MISS MACllALINSKI said she plans to 


use the community as a learning experi- 
ence for tho children. She has In mind 
field trips to a fire house and to farms. 
"I want to go to a pumpkin farm in tho 
fall, around Halloween," she said. Tho 
children would then bo able to carve 
their pumpkins In class. 


She once brought a cat to a day core 


center In Schoumburg where she now 
works. Some children had never seen n 
real cat before and they smothered the 
animal with attention, she said. Farms 
and petting zoos arc other places for 
children to sec animals, she sold. 


The day care experience will not be all 


field trips, slio said. The center will be 
open from 6:45 a.m. to 6 p.m., 
and 


classes will be taught from 9 a.m. to 
noon. Miss Machalinskl said she plans to 
have several learning areas around the 
classroom — areas for art, reading, sci- 
ence, recreation and housekeeping. 


"The whole idea is that no two children 


are interested in the same thing," said 
Miss Machalinskl. 


She will have two conferences a year 


with the parents, to find out what the 


child's Interests are and what tho par- 
ents think the child needs help with. 
"The teachers and aides capitalize on the 
child's Interests, too," she said, explain- 
ing a teacher may help a child with num- 
bers If she notices him counting as he's 
stacking blocks. 


"The key is to observe the children," 


she said. "Find out their needs and likes 
and help them reach their potential." 
She said the day care center "is an ex- 
tension of the home, and not an In- 
stitution of any kind." 


FINGEn PAINTING Is another activi- 


ty, she said, and she might let the chil- 
dren 
paint 
with 
chocolate pudding. 


"Then they can lick their fingers," she 
said. 


Miss Machallnski said being the head 


teacher at the day core center, and being 
only 25, Is "very challenging." She 
taught nursery school In DcKalb for sev- 
en months and has been at her Schaum- 
burg day care job for a year. 


She's now hiring a full-time teacher 


and several aides for the township cen- 
ter. "Day care doesn't pay well," she 
said. "If you want to make money, don't 


go into day care." The public has not yet 
felt the need for centers, she sold, and 
the pay is low because people "don't con- 
sider it much beyond babysitting." It's 
rewarding, she said, although it's "very, 
very demanding. The teacher Is with tho 
children all day, answering constant 
questions of Why? How come? What's 
this made out of? and Where did it come 
from?" 


"You find yourself looking at things 


you take for granted and looking at them 
through a child's eyes," she sold. "You 
no longer take anything for granted. You 
have to know the answer." 


BUT EVEN THOUGH Miss Mach- 


allnski enjoys being with children, she's 
in no hurry to start a family of her own. 


"I sec a great deal of sadness and 


problems and I wonder why and that 
saddens me," she said. "Right now I 
want to provide the best environment for 
the children who arc already here. As for 
planning a family of my own, well, not 
for a while." 


If she were a mother, she said, she'd 


want to spend her time with her chil- 
dren, but as a day care center teacher, 
"I can love and care for 40 children." 


The center is expected to open with 


about IB students enrolled, as estimated 
by the center's administrator, Mrs. Dora 
Fowler. Miss Machallnski agrees, but 
said she expects the center to reach its 
full capacity of 40 by early fall. "As soon 
as the center becomes known, when 
people sec what we're doing, I can't for- 
see any enrollment problems," she said. 


TOWNSHIP RESIDENTS interested in 


using the service can call the Elk Grove 
Township Hall, 437-0300. They'll be sent 
brochures and applications, and Miss • 
Machalinski will begin interviewing par- 
ents Aug. 26. The purpose of these inter- 
views is to find out the parents' goals for 
the children and the children's experi- 
ences, as well as determine the parent's 
financial needs, she said. 


The center is a township service, and 


Elk Grove Township will use federal rev- 
enue-sharing funds to subsidize the fees 
for two-thirds of the children attending. 
One-third of the children will be fully 
subsidized, one-third subsidized on a slid- 
ing scale and one-third fully paid for by 
their parents. A not-for-profit corporation 
will run the center.

Parents of deaf children received en- 


courngcmcnt when their request for two 
methods of teaching deaf children was 
accepted for consideration by the acting 
director of the Northwest Suburban Spe- 
cial Education Organization. 


John Bardwcll told the parents last 


week ho would Investigate tho feasibility 
of setting up two teaching methods under 
a "dual track" system. 


Bardwcll is acting as director of the 


Northwest Educational Cooperative and 
NSSEO while Gloria Klnncy and John 
Wlghtman are absent duo to illness. 


P A R E N T S HAD complained that 


NSSEO ha» changed to n single method 
of teaching deaf children known as "total 
communication. This method uses sign 
language, finger spelling, Up reading and 
vocal communication. 


Before changing to this method over 


the last five years. NSSEO primarily 
used UK? oral method which concentrates 
on lip reading and vocal communication. 
Oral teaching docs not use visual means 
of communication such as finger spell- 
ing. 


Parents at Thursday night's meeting 


strewed they did not want just one meth- 
od or the other, but rather an option be- 
tween the two methods. 


Bardwcll said. "My point of view is 


that in all education, we have to develop 
diversity. And that goes for this particu- 
lar area and all areas. I'm philo- 
sophically in agreement with your sug- 
gestion to offer both methods." 


HE SAID HE WANTED statistics on 


how many parents want oral and total 
methods offered. There are 53 deaf and 
M hard-of-hcarlng children In the NSSEO 
area. 


Parents of It deaf and hard-of-hcaring

Suburbs' tax bills on seesaw

Northwest suburban property owners 


will sec a checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rotes released Monday by Cook 


County Clerk Stanley Kusper show 
changes that Include some lower tax bills 
for much of Schnumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships. 


A dramatic increase In the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
Increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE TAX RATES, however, are sub- 


ject to the use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout the state. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face an increase in your tax 


rate, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; if you face 
a decrease In your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate. 


All rates arc calculated at a dollar fig- 


ure per $100 assessed valuation of the 
property.

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Tax rate up, but some tax bills down 


Palatine tax rates increased slightly in 1973, but local tax- 


payers may find small tax bills this year, county officials 
said Monday. 


"Most taxes are going down except a portion of Rolling 


Meadows, Barrington and a small section of Schaumburg" in 
Palatine Township, County Clerk Stanley Kusper said. 


Totals released by Kusper showed a 1.74 per cent increase 


in the Village of Palatine tax rate. Coupled with a seven per 
cent reduction in the Cook County assessment multiplier, 
county officials predicted a 5.2 per cent cut in tax bills. 


Mailing of bills to Palatine Township residents began Mon- 


day. Final payment deadline of the second-installment taxes 
is Sept. 16, Kusper said. 


Residents in Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dlst. 15 and in the 


Palatine Park Dist. will pay taxes at a $7.806 per $100 as- 
sessed valuation rate this year. Residents in the Salt Creek 
Park Dlst. will be taxed at a $7.527 rote. 


Rates for most tax bodies in Palatine increased, according 


to Kusper's totals. The Palatine village rate increased from 
65.8 to 71.4 cents; the Palatine Park Dist. rate increased from 
49.2 to 49.7 cents; Palatine Township's three levies increased 
from 12.B to 14.1 cents and the Dist. 15 rate increased 
from $2.460 to $2.523. 


Largest increase was in Harper College Dlst. 512, from 


$2.440 to $3.102. 


Two Palatine Township tax bodies claimed the largest in- 


creases in tho Northwest suburbs. The Village of Barrington's 
tax rate jumped nearly 18.8 per cent and the tax rate in the 
Village of Schaumburg's Dist. 15 increased 18.4 per cent. 


Other tax rates in the township include: Arlington Heights, 


Dist. 15 $7.442; Barrington $7.847; Hoffman Estates, Dist. 15 
$7.604; Inverness between $6.818 and $6.907; Rolling Meadows 
between $7.476 and $7.G65 and Schaumburg, Dist. 15 $7.724. 


Rates for the Palatine Rural Park Dist. increased from .4 


cent to 15.2 cents and for the Palatine Rural Fire Dlst. from

Today, the homes in Reseda 
West sell for an average range of $56,000

Miller also developed a number of va-

given to him by the Reseda developer in 
1966. 


Reseda, which was developed by Elm- 


er Gleich beginning In 1967, is a different 
subdivision than Reseda West. The ap- 
proximate 230 homes in Reseda original- 
ly sold for $34,000 and are now valued at 
an average $60,000. Tho homeowners'as- 
sociation Reseda has been disbanded for 
about three years due to a lack of sup- 
port, and the residents there are "no 
longer active in taking issue with the de- 
veloper on various subdivision Improve- 
ments," although residents arc still so- 
cially active, Mrs. Regina Gorskl of Re- 
seda said.

Suburbs' tax bills on seesaw

Northwest suburban property owners 


will see a checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rates released Monday by Cook 


County Clerk Stanley Kusper show 
changes that include some lower tax bills 
for much of Schaumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townsliips. 


A dramatic Increase in the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE TAX RATES, however, arc sub- 


ject to the use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout the slate. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face an increase in your tax 


rate, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; if you face 
a decrease In your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate. 


All rates arc calculated at a dollar fig- 


ure per $100 assessed valuation of the 
property.

Most taxpayers to find smaller bills 


Most Rolling Meadows taxpayers will find decreases in tax 


bills this year, totals released Monday by County Clerk Stan- 
Icy Kusper show. 


Tax rates for residents in three of four Rolling Meadows 


tax districts increased slightly and will be offset by a 7 per 
cent reduction in the Cook County tax multiplier. But, rates 
for residents in Salt Creek Park Dist. and the Palatine Rural 
Flro Dist. may find slight increases in bills that were mailed 
Monday. 


Tax bills will be due Sept. 16. 


The tax rates showed: 
• A 1.22 per cent increase in tax rates for property in 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15, Rolling Meadows park 
and fire protection districts. Rates in 1973 will be $7.UG5 per 
$100 assessed valuation. Last year's rate was $7.572. 


• A 1.85 per cent increase for property in Dist. 15, Salt 


Creek Park Dist. and Rolling Meadows fire district. The tax 
rate will change from $7.340 to $7.476. 


• A 1.28 per cent increase for property in Dist. 15, Elk 


Grove Township. The rate will be $7.418 and increased from 
$7.324 last year. 


• An 8.97 per cent Increase for property in Dist. 15, Salt 


Creek Park Dist. and Palatine fire protection district Rates 
changed from $6.964 to $7.589. 


Largest tax increase was in the Rolling Meadows village 


tax levy. The village rates jumped from 16 to C6.3 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


Kusper said the city's tax levy increased because the 44- 


cent Rolling Meadows Fire Dist. tax was absorbed in the 
village rate. 


The Rolling Meadows Park Dist. levy dropped from 45.2 to 


43 cents. 


A total of the three Palatine Township tax levies increased 


from 12.8 to 14.1 cents, Kusper's list showed. 


Both the rural fire and park district increased rates in 1973. 


The park district rate increased from .004 to .152 cents and 
the fire district lovy Increased from .064 to .113 cents. 


Changes in Rolling Meadows rates were similar to other 


increases in the township. Hoffman Estates' rate increased 
about 3.25 per cent for a $7.604 levy; Palatine's rate in- 
creased about 1.74 per cent to $7.806 or $7.527 and Arlington 
' Heights' rate Increased 3.33 per cent to $7.442.

Some children had never seen a 
real cat before and they smothered the 
animal with attention, she said. Farms 
and petting zoos arc other places for 
children to sec animals, she sold. 


The day care experience will not be all 


field trips, she said. The center will be 
open from 6:45 a.m. to 6 p.m., and 
classes will be taught from 9 a m. to 
noon. Miss Machallnskl sold she plans to 
have several learning areas around the 
classroom — areas for art, reading, sci- 
ence, recreation and housekeeping. 


"The whole Idea is that no two children 


are Interested in the same thing," said 
Miss Machallnskl. 


She will have two conferences a year 


with the parents, to find out what the 


child's interests are and what the par- 
ents think the child needs help with. 
"Tho teachers and aides capitalize on the 
child's Interests, too," she said, explain- 
ing a teacher may help a cluld with num- 
bers If she notices him counting as he's 
stacking blocks. 


"Tho key Is to observe the children," 


she said. "Find out their needs and likes 
and help them reach their potential." 
She sold the day care center "Is an ex- 
tension of the home, and not an in- 
stitution of any kind." 


KINGEH PAINTING is another actlvi- 


ty, she said, and she might let the chil- 
dren paint witli chocolate pudding. 
"Then they can lick their fingers," she 
said. 


Miss Machalinski said being the head 


teacher at tho day care center, and being 
only 25, is "very challenging." She 
taught nursery school in DcKalb for sev- 
en months and has been at her Schaum- 
burg day care Job for a year. 


She's now hiring a full-time teacher 


and several aides for the township cen- 
ter. "Day care doesn't pay well," she 
said. "If you want to make money, don't 


go into day care." The public has not yet 
felt the need for centers, she said, and 
the pay is low because people "don't con- 
sider It much beyond babysitting." It's 
rewarding, she said, although it's "very, 
very demanding The teacher is with the 
children all day, answering .constant 
questions of Why? How come? What's 
this made out of? and Where did it come 
from?" 


"You find yourself looking at things 


you take for granted and looking at them 
through a child's eyes," she said. "You 
no longer take anything for granted. You 
have to know the answer." 


BUT EVEN THOUGH Miss Mach- 


alinski enjoys being with children, she's 
in no hurry to start a family of her own. 


"I see a great deal of sadness and 


problems and I wonder why and that 
saddens me," she said. "Right now I 
want to provide the best environment for 
the children who arc already here. As for 
planning a family of my own, well, not 
for a while." 


If she were a mother, she said, she'd 


want to spend her time with her chil- 
dren, but as a day care center teacher, 
"I can love and care for 40 children." 


The center is expected to open with 


about 18 students enrolled, as estimated 
by the center's administrator, Mrs Dora 
Fowler. Miss Machalinski agrees, but 
sold she expects the center to reach Its 
full capacity of 40 by early fall. "As soon 
as the center becomes known, when 
people sec what we're doing, I can't for- 
sce any enrollment problems," she said. 


TOWNSHIP RESIDENTS interested in 


using the service can call the Elk Grove 
Township Hall, 437-0300 They'll be sent 
brochures and applications, and Miss 
Machalinski will begin interviewing par- 
ents Aug. 26. The purpose of these inter- 
views is to find out the parents' goals for 
the children and the children's experi- 
ences, as well as determine the parent's 
financial needs, she said. 


The center is a township service, and 


Elk Grove Township will use federal rev- 
enue-sharing funds to subsidize the fees 
for two-thirds of the children attending. 
One-third of the children will be fully 
subsidized, one-third subsidized on a slid- 
ing scale and one-third fully paid for by 
their parents. A not-for-profit corporation 
will run the center.

Elk Grove Village Mgr. Charles Willis 


Monday confirmed that the village has 
obtained a report that identifies the 
cause of village-wide furnace defects, but 
he refused to comment on its content. 


Willis met with William Statz of the 


Polytechnic Institute of Chicago, a con- 
sulting firm hired by the village to Iden- 
tify the cause of the problem, and build- 
Ing department personnel Monday morn- 
ing 


Polytechnic had been hired In May 


uhon village officials became concerned 
about local heating contractors' reports 
that an alarming number of furnaces had 
dangerous defects and were being repair- 
ed In Centex Homes Corp.-built houses. 


Village staff and some officials knew 


about the problem for two years but did 
not make the information public until 
mid-Juno when contacted by Herald re- 
porters 


SUBSEQUENT STUDY and inspections 


by the village showed the possibility that 
In addition to an estimated 1,700 homes 
built In 1965 through 1967, some nower 
homes apparently violated the village's 
furnace installation code and had dan- 
gerously defective furnaces 


Although village officials 
admitted 


there could be widespread furnace in- 
stallation violations, Including a lack of 
combustion air or faulty venting, they 
were, waiting for the Polytechnic report 
"before blaming anyone." They pointed 
out that there also was the possibility 
that defective parts could bo to blamo. 


In repeated news releases, building de- 


partment officials and village officials 
have urged residents to take advantage 
of free inspections to determine If their 
furnaces aro safe to use and to be patient 
for tho consultant's report. 


The report was expected today and, 


Willis said, was received one day early. 


"It answers certain technical questions 


but docs not tell us how to cope with the 


problem," said Willis in answer to why 
the village Is withholding the report. 


"WE'VE READ TOE report onco and 


will meet with Polytechnic officials, the 
village attorney, village board, building 
commissioner and field Inspectors to de- 
termine what course, If any particular 
course of action, Is suitable," said Willis. 


"It is just fair to give village board 


members and the village attorney an op- 
portunity to digest tho report before it Is 
made public," Willis said. 


"We must then decide what and when 


something Is going to be done and by 
whom. These are questions that will be 
answered by the village attorney who is 
out of town," said Willis. 


Willis admitted the report docs identify 


the cause of the problem, adding that it 
is a problem of several parts. 


Ho added that the report may be avail- 


able in tho next several days. 


MARVIN SALZENSTEIN, president of 


Polytechnic, said he will attend today's 8 


p.m. board meeting at Willis' request 
and added he could not comment on bis 
firm's report because "it would be une- 
thical at this point." 


During the study Staatz kept The Her-

Some go up, some go down 
Suburbs' tax bills on seesaw 


by AL MESSERSCHMIDT 


Northwest suburban property owners 


will sec a checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rates released Monday by Cook 


County Clerk Stanley Kusper show 
changes that Include some lower tax bills 
for much of Schaumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships. 


A dramatic Increase In the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE TAX RATES, however, are sub- 


ject to the use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout tho state. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face an increase in your tax 


rate, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; if you face 
n decrease In your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate. 


All rates arc calculated at a dollar fig- 


ure per $100 assessed valuation of the 
property.

Reassessment key to tax rate decrease 


Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates real estate taxes will 


decrease this year, County Clerk Stanley Kusper said Mon- 
day. 


Kusper released tax rates which showed 2.6 to 4.8 per cent 


decreases for all municipalities in Schaumburg Towmhip and 
a 3.25 per cent rate increase for Winston Knolls residents of 
Hoffman Estates who live in Palatine Township. 


Because the county's assessment equalizer dropped an ad- 


ditional 7 per cent this year, Kusper predicted "8 to 12 per 
cent reductions" in Schaumburg village taxes. 


Mailing of tax bills to local residents began Monday. Final, 


second-installment tax payment deadline will be Sept. 16. 


Key to the tax decrease in Schaumburg Township was a 55 


per cent increase in assessed valuation following the town- 
ship's quadrennial property reassessment. Total property in 
the township increased nearly $123 million. 


"They added so much to their base that as the valuation 


goes up tho tax rate goes down," Kusper said. "They've got 


so much sales and income tax that they don't even levy" a 
village real estate tax. 


The tax rates showed that Schaumburg residents in 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will pay $7.053 per $100 in real 
estate taxes next year, a 4.17 per cent decrease from $7.360. 


Hoffman Estates residents in Dist. 54 and in Hoffman Es- 


tates Park District will pay a township high $8.372, a 4.38 per 
cent decrease and property owners in Dist. 54 in Schaumburg 
Park Dist. will pay $7.833, a 4.47 per cent decrease. Rates for 
Hoffman Estates residents in Palatine Township will be 
$7.604, an increase from $7.364 from last year. 


Changes in tax rates included: Schaumburg Park Dist., an 


increase from 28.6 cents to 32.7 cents; Hoffman Estates Fire 
Dist. No. 1, up from 54.2 cents to 55.2; Dist. 54, from $2.78 to 
$2.539, Harper Dist. 512 from 19.2 to 18.9 cents. 


Other township rate decreases were Elk Grove Village, 


4.8 per cent to $7.589; Hanover Park, 2.6 per cent to $7.971; 
Rolling Meadows, 3.16 per cent to $8.146 and Schaumburg, 
4.17 per cent to $7.053.

Ford addresses Congress: 
There is work to be done

In his first major address to the na- 


tion. President Gerald R. Ford Monday 
night pinpointed Inflation as the major 
concern of the United Stales and pledged 
cooperation with the Congress in com- 
batting it. 


In a pointed message to foreign gov- 


ernments, ho emphasized also that he 
will continue the foreign policy Initiated 
by his predecessor, Richard M. Nixon, 
and specifically pledged continuity of 
past policies with all the major nations 
of the world. 


The president's message to a joint ses- 


sion of Congress was replete with con- 
ciliatory messages, an address obviously 
intended to capitalize on a mood of relief 
and good will in the capital. 


"My fellow Americans," he began, 


"wo have a lot of work to do ... 
Let's 


get on with It." 


Ho then pledged to tho Congress a splr-

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it of "communication, conciliation, com- 
promise and cooperation," a slogan 
which attracted one of many bursts of 
applause from the lawmakers. 


FORD SAID the first request of his ad- 


ministration was directed to the voters: 
"Support your candidates, congressmen 
and senators, Democrats or Republicans, 
conservative or liberal, who consistently 
vote for tough decisions to cut the costs 
of government, restrain federal spending 
and bring inflation under control." 


The President also acceded to a pro- 


posal by Democratic Senate Majority 
Loader Sen. Mlko Mansfield of Montana 
for creation of an economic conference 


composed of executive and legislative 
leaders, and sold that he himself would 
head the body. 


He proposed that the economic confer- 


ence be convened "at an early date and 
in full view of the American public," em- 
phasizing his early pledge that his would 
be an "open administration." 


FORD ALSO urged that the Congress, 


before its Labor Day recess, reactivate 
the Cost of Living Council for the pur- 
pose of monitoring wages and prices to 
pinpoint abuses — but without consid- 
ering the rcimposition of controls.

Some go up, some go down 
Suburbs' tax bills on seesaw

Northwest suburban property owners 


will sec a checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rates released Monday by Cook 


County Clerk Stanley Kusper show 
changes that include some lower tax bills 
for much of Scliaumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships. 


A dramatic increase in the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to. decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
Increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE TAX RATES, however, arc sub- 


ject to tho use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout the state. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate Idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face an increase in your tax 


rote, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; if you face 
a decrease In your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate. 


All rates arc calculated at a dollar fig- 


ure per $100 assessed valuation of the 
property.

County multiplier may reduce tax bills 


Tax rates 'throughout most of Mount Prospect increased 


slightly this year, but a 7 per cent reduction in the Cook 
County assessment multiplier may reduce tax bills, county 
officials said Monday. 


Only Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 was listed as a decrease 


by County Clerk Stanley Kusper nt a Monday press confer- 
ence. The tax rate for Mount Prospect residents in Dist. 59 
decreased from $7.402 to $7.305 per $100 assessed valuation. 


Increases in rates — mainly because the village tax rate 


jumped from 69.6 to 78.1 cents — varied between 12 and 27 
cents per $100 assessed valuation in five other districts. 


Tax bills were mailed to village residents Monday and final 


payment deadline will be Sept. 16, Kusper said. 


Tax rotes include: 
• An increase to $7.684 for property owners in Mount Pros- 


pect Park District and in River Trails Dist. 26; 


• An Increase to $7.621 for property In Mount Prospect 


Dist. 57 and in Mount Prospect Park District; 


• An increase to $7.598 for property in Dist. 57 and In Ar- 


lington Heights Park District. 


• An increase to $8.210 for real estate In Arlington Heights 


Dist. 25 and Prospect Meadows Park District; 


• An increase to $7.578 for residents in Dist. 57. 
Richard L. Jesse said the village's $2 million flood control 


bond Issue prompted the increase in the village tax rate. 
Without the bond issue, the rate could have remained at 69.6 
cents, he said. 


In three years, the village tax rate has increased about 20 


cents. 


Tax rates in all Mount Prospect school districts'increased 


slightly this year. The Dist. 26 rate increased from $2.638 to 
$2.668; the Dist. 57 rate from $2.522 to $2.604; the Dist. 25 rate 
from $2.882 to $2.846 and Dist. 21 from $2.922 to $3.064. 


Rates in most area park and sanitary districts also in- 


creased, including Prospect Meadows Park District, up from 
11.8 to 13.4 cents; the Prospect Heights Sanitary District, up 
from 49 to 51.4 cents and the Mount Prospect Rural Fire 
District, up from 10 to 14.1 cents. 


The Mount Prospect Park District levy dropped from 40.4 


to 39 cents per $100 assessed valuation.

Ford addresses Congress: 
There is work to be done

In his first major address to the na- 


tion, President Gerald R. Ford Monday 
night pinpointed Inflation as the major 
concern of the United States and pledged 
cooperation with the Congress In com- 
batting It. 


In a pointed message to foreign gov- 


ernments, he emphasized also that he 
will continue the foreign policy Initiated 
by his predecessor, Richard M. Nixon, 
and specifically pledged continuity of 
past policies with all the major nations 
of the world. 


The president's message to a joint ses- 


sion of Congress was replete with con- 
ciliatory messages, an address obviously 
intended to capitalize on a mood of relief 
and good will In the capital. 


"My fellow Americans," ho began, 


"wo have a lot of work to do ... Let's 
get on with It." 


Ho then pledged to the Congress a splr-

It of "communication, conciliation, com- 
promise and cooperation," a slogan 
which attracted one of many bursts of 
applause from the lawmakers. 


FORD SAID the first request of his ad- 


ministration was directed to the voters: 
"Support your candidates, congressmen 
and senators, Democrats or Republicans, 
conservative or liberal, who consistently 
vote for tough decisions to cut the costs 
of government, restrain federal spending 
and bring Inflation under control." 


The President also acceded to a pro- 


posal by Democratic Senate Majority 
Loader Sen. Mlko Mansfield of Montana 
for creation of an economic conference 


composed of executive and legislative 
leaders, and sold that he himself would 
head the body. 


He proposed that the economic confer- 


ence be convened "at an early date and 
In full view of the American public," em- 
phasizing his early pledge that his would 
be an "open administration." 


FORD ALSO urged that the Congress, 


before its Labor Day recess, reactivate 
the Cost of Living Council for the pur- 
pose of monitoring wages and prices to 
pinpoint abuses — but without consid- 
ering the rclmposition of controls.

Some go up, some go ,down 
Suburbs9 tax bills on seesaw

Northwest suburban property owners 


will sec a checkerboard pattern of ups 
and downs when they compare tax bills > 
as local villages, cities, parks and 
schools cause Cook County property 
taxes to slide up and down. 


Tax rates released Monday by Coofc- 


County Clerk Stanley Kusper show 
changes that include some lower tax bills 
for much of Schaumburg, Palatine and 
Wheeling townships. 


A dramatic increase in the assessed 


valuation of Schaumburg Township has 
caused the tax rates to decrease by more 
than 4 per cent for most residents there, 
while portions of Wheeling face tax rate 
Increased of more than 6 per cent. 


THE, TAX RATES, however, are sub- 


ject to the use of the "multiplier" set 
by the state to equalize assessments 
throughout the state. The "multiplier" 
was reduced by 7 per cent. Residents 
may get an approximate idea of their 
final tax bills by looking at their tax 
rates and taking off an additional 7 per 
cent. 


If you face an Increase in your tax 


rate, SUBTRACT 7 per cent; If you face 
a decrease in your tax rate, ADD seven 
per cent to the figure for the true rate. 


All rates are calculated at a dollar fig- 


ure per $100 assessed valuation of the 
property.

Taxpayers can expect decreased bills 


Tax bills for Arlington Heights residents will decrease this 


year, County Clerk Stanley Kusper predicted Monday. 


Tax rates released by Kusper showed slight increases but 


will bo offset by a 7 per cent decrease In the Cook County 
assessment equalizer. 


Tax bills for Arlington Heights property owners in Wheeling 


Township should drop between 3.6 and 5.7 percent, Kusper's 
totals showed. 


City residents'in both Elk Grove Township-and Arlington 


Heights Dlst. 25 faced the smallest rate Increase, only .76 per 
cent, but a reassessment of township property in 1973 may 
offset the reduced equalizer and change in rate. Tax rates 
dropped .85 per cent in Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59, Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Tax rate changes in Wheeling Township, which was not 


reassessed last year, included a 1.16 per cent rate Increase in 
Arlington Heights Dlst. 25; a 2.82 per cent hike hi Mount 
Prospect Dist. 57 and a 3.43 per cent jump In Wheellng-Buf- 
falo Grove Dlst. 21. 


Arlington Heights tax rate increased beyond predictions of 


village officials this year to the highest total in six years 
because assessed valuation increased to only $308 million. 
Village officials predicted an assessed valuation of $325 mil- 
lion last fall. 


The Increased village rate, from 66.6 cents in 1972 to 78.6 


cents this year Included Increased spending for government 
and library operations and for state-ordered Increases in po- 
lice and fire pension contributions. 


Decreases in the Arlington Heights Park District levy, from 


3B.2 to 36.7 cents; the Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
levy from 1.6 to 1.5 cents; the Harper College Dlst. 512 levy 
from 19.2 to 18.9 cents; and county-level taxes prevented 
larger increases In tax rates, county officials said. 


Arlington Heights taxes remained near the lowest in Wheel- 


Ing Township. Wheeling was listed as the highest rate, $8.536

"It has character. It's like small town 


America rather than somo bedroom sub- 
urb where all the houses uro alike and 
the trees are the so mo age," said Te- 
rence Klndal, president of the Near 
North Homeowners Assn. 


It li the oldest section of town. Somo of 


the homes have passed the century mark 
and the elms and oaks that shade the 
streets provide a sense of stability and 
continuity. 


The area, roughly north of the railroad 


t r a c k s , paralleling North Arlington 
Heights Road up to Thomas Street, rep- 
resents the older Arlington Height*. It 
predates the explosion of new subdivi- 
sions and developments that pushed the 
village population to exceed* 70,000. 


"The neighborhood Is probably tho old- 


est left In tho village. Some of the houses 
arc over 100 years old. Somo were de- 
teriorating but most are now being fixed 
up by their owners," said Rlndal, a six- 
year resident of tho village. 


HE MOVED to Arlington Heights from 


another state. While ho could have prob- 
ably chosen a homo in any section of 
town, ho settled In tho near north. 


"There are somo new houses here — I 


live in ono myself. But it's a mixed 
neighborhood. We don't get the homogc- 
ny of the subdivisions. Houses can start 
at $20,000 and go right on up," he said. 


Tho varied residents are'also attrac- 


tive to Rindal. "Wo have professionals 
who rldo tho train every day to the city. 
Wo have the local businessmen and civil 
servants who can walk to work," ho said. 


The neighborhood provides a sense of 


community with Its mix of residences 
and residents. Rlndal said his, and other 
.children there, benefit from tho variety. 


The average residency In the village is 


about five years. But the tenure is longer 
in near north, Rlndal said. 


"We don't have tho turnover rate other 


sections hove. Somo people have lived In 
the same house for 70 years," he said. 
Tho neighborhood Is just like tho real 


estate ads: convenient, walk to shops 
and trains. 


"WE'RE SO CLOSE to the downtown 


business district. Wo can walk to tho 
library, the schools and the churches. 
Some of the men get their exercise by 
that four or five block walk to tho train 
every morning," ho said. 


Thoro arc some potential problems 


that the residents are owaro of and con- 
cerned with. North Arlington Heights 
Road, that bisects the neighborhood, 
could become a commerlcal strip. 


"We are afraid what happened to 


South Arlington Heights Road could hap? 
pen to us. That's what we're trying to

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Bond issuance 
proposed for 
flood control

The chairman of the Citizens Action 


Committee Against Flooding, Trustee 
Frank Palmatier, has proposed that the 
village board Issue $3 million in non-ref- 
erendum bonds in order to begin the 
$16.6 million flood-control plan drawn for 
Arlington Heights. 


This first phase would Include land ac- 


quisition for eight major construction 
projects, the actual completion of four 
projects and detailed engineering for two 
others, said Palmatier. 


A $16.6 million bond issue to pay for 


the entire program was rejected in a ref- 
erendum on May 18, and up to now, 
Palmatier had advocated modifying the 
flood-control plans for a second referen- 
dum. 


"SOME MEMBERS OF the village 


board don't support the notion of a sec- 
ond referendum, whereas I think most of 
them will support this," Palmatier said

drain water from the Pioneer Park 
neighborhood south to the Wllke-Klrchoff 
retention basin area. 


A plan to build a second retention ba- 


sin Immediately cast of the existing 
Wllkc-Klrchoff reservoir has been pro- 
posed as an alternative to using a portion 
of Pioneer Park to store storm water. 


The original cost of building the reten- 


tion basin In Pioneer Park was esti- 
mated at $2.3 million. The plan was op- 
posed by the Arlington Heights park 
board and many residents in the Pioneer 
Park neighborhood. 


By draining the area's storm water 


through a large sewer to a new basin in 
the Wllke-Klrchoff triangle, residents of 
the Pioneer Park neighborhood can bo 
assured flood protection without disturb- 
ing the layout of the park. 


In addition, Stanley Consultants has 


determined that 23 per cent of the storm 
water that falls in the Pioneer Park 
neighborhood is already being drained to 
the new Wllkc-Klrchoff basin. 


The cost of building an additional basin 


to handle (ho rest of Pioneer Park's 
storm water varfcs between $2.R million 
and $.14 million, depending on how far 
from the site (he excavated earth has to 
be hauled. 


Palmatlcr said he has asked members
